Two Banks 
Compete For 
Almighty

Competition between banks isn't like 


competition between two stores, but it 
still may be a factor in Elk Grove Vil- 
lage business. 


That, at least, Is the opinion of the vil- 


lage's two bankers, Neil Cooney who has 
been president of Bank of Elk Grove for 
S'/a years and Michael Reese, president 
of the Suburban 'National Bank of Elk 
Grove which opened In temporary head- 
quarters Nov. 15, 


"We're not going to get involved in a 


sittiation like a couple of stores com- 
peting," Cooney sold recently when 
asked about the new batik in town, but 
later added, "I hope I never give him a 
customer." 


Reese, who is currently operating out 


of a former Centex Corp. sales office at 
the Devon Avenue Market, said business 
has been surprisingly good since the 
bank opened for business, 


"We have been getting 15 to 20 ac- 


counts a day since we opened," he said, 
"Elk Grove has 25,000* people now and 
there are several towns around here that 
are smaller and have more than one 
bank." 


Realistically, he said, he will not be 


taking accounts from Cooney, but "we 
will be competing for the new accounts." 
He said before the bank opened the Sub- 
urban National Bank group studied the 
area and "there will be 30 to 40,000 new 
people moving in the village in the next 
few years," 


IN ADDITION, Reese said, he hopes to 


do a lot of business with village industry, 
particularly the smaller, locally-owned 
companies, once he gets settled In Ms 
own building, now under construction 
next to the temporary effice. 


Cooney saitt the Bank of Elk Grove, 1 


E, Hlggins Rd., is already working with' 
many firms in the Industrial park and 
added that business has expanded in the 
last year since the bank's ownership -was 
transferred to persons who also own five 
other banks, including Marina City Bank 
in Chicago. 


"We can combine our Segal lending 


limits and can go to $1,5 million In 
loans," ho said. "That gets us closer to 
the Loop banks," 


Reese's bank, the sixth in the Subur- 


ban Bank group headquartered in Pala-

only a couple of lives with it," he said. 
' Lt. Harry Walsh, of the Elk Grove Vil- 
lage Police Department, said he believes 
the new law may make "a significant 
change in the fatality picture in Illinois." 
Noting that the "overwhelming propor- 
tion" of accidents are related to in- 
toxicated drivers, "Walsh said the law 
should greatly benefit motorists and pe- 
destrians who are innocently endangered 
by the actions of drunk drivers. 


Neither Savage nor Walsh see any ma- 


jor problems in enforcing the law, which 
permits the state to suspend the license 
of any driver who refuses to take a 
breath test to determine his blood alcohol 
content. 


"1 DON'T SEE any problem in enforc- 


ing it," Walsh said. "I'm sure the legal 
objections to it were worked out before it 
was approved." 


Walsh noted that "reasonable cause" 


must be shown before drivers may be 
forced to take the test, thereby eliminat- 
ing a potential problem. 


Without the requirement, officers could 


apparently stop any car and subject the 
driver to the test requirement. "But I 
don't believe there are any who would do 
that," he said. 


Walsh said a practical problem may be 


created by the legislation for some police 
forces that do not have a sufficient num- 
' ber of trained breathalyzer operators. 
The problem does not exist for Elk 
Grove Village, he said, because It al- 
ready has five men who are licensed to 
operate the breath-testing equipment. 


SAVAGE SAID Mount Prospect has 


seven men licensed on the equipment. 
Others will be trained before the law 
goes into effect, he added, 


Both departments will administer the 


tests only at police stations. 
\ 


Savage expressed the hope that the law 


would make drivers stop and think about 
what they are doing before they drive 
while under the influence of alcohol. The 
"seriousness of the consequences" may 
deter some residents from drinking while 
driving, he said. 


The law stipulates that drivers refus- 


ing to submit to a breath test will auto1 
matically forfeit their license. Out-of- 
state drivers will be affected because of 
reciprocal agreements with the other 
states, all of which already have similar 
laws.

Chrysler Building Almost Finished 


Sometime next month work is expected 


to be completed on what will be Centex 
Industrial Park's largest building - the 
285,000 square foot Chrysler Corp. facil- 
ity. 


The building, located at 2200 S. Busse 


Rd. at Devon Avenue, will house Chry- 
sler's parts distribution warehouse and 
regional offices. Work is expected to be 
completed on the budding around Feb. 
1$, and the plant put to use sometime 
after that. 


Built on a 32-acre site, the building 


will replace Chrysler's Chicago ware- 
house, according to spokesman Robert 
Heath. 


Approximately 250,000 square feet of 


the buildings will be devoted to parts 
storage, serving 360 dealers and about 
600,000 car owners throughout the mid- 
west, said Bob Cory, midwestern area 
sales manager for Chrysler. Another 
portion of the building will house the 
regional offices of the Chrysler, Ply- 
mouth and Dodge companies. 


WORK WAS BEGUN on the multi-mil- 


lion dollar facility in November, 1970, by 
the O'Neil Construction Co.,,genera! con- 
tractors for the building, 
'Although the building will become 
Chrysler's third largest facility in the na- 
tion, only about 150 employes will work 
there, Cory said. 


The reason such a smaH, work force 


can handle such a large job is the com- 
puter, Heath addud. The location of spe- 


cific automobile parts within the ware- 
house will be recorded by a highly-auto- 
mated computer, he said. 


"If we want to find out where a part is, 


we can get a read-out (from the comput- 
er) to find out almost immediately where 
it is located," he said. 


The warehouse here wiH be connected 


by computer to similar facilities else- 
where in the country to provide quick 
location of parts which might be found in 
only one plant, Heath said. 


New Harper Building Recommended 


by BETSY BROOKER 


Addition of another building to the Har- 


per College campus was recommended 
by college president Robert Labti yester- 
day tc offset rising enrollment and cuts 
in state aid. 


Lahti called for construction of a 6,000 


square foot facility, to be completed next 
fall, at a meeting of the college trustees. 
The trustees were expected to- vote on 
Lahti's recommendations at the meeting. 


The construction project is an emer- 


gency measure needed to meet a pro- 
jected 15 per cent rise in enrollment next 
year according to Lahti. The present 
9,200 enrollment is near the maximum 
capacity of the existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000. 


Harper's fight1 to keep up with en- 


rollment increases is an on-going battle 
that should not let up for another decade, 
according to > Lahti. He predicts the col- 
lege wiH run out of construction funds 
before the campus is completed. "When 


that happens we may have to go back to 
the taxpayers for more. And hopefully 
we will get more money from the gov- 
ernment." 


IP THE COLLEGE cannot keep up 


with student demand, it will have to 
"quit enrolling people or stop developing 
programs," according to Lahti. He has 
called for establishment of a "blue rib- 
bon" citizens committee to help college 
officials set long range planning prior- 
ities and secure community support. 


The addition proposed for construction 


this year will serve as an "interim class- 
room building" according to Lahti, He 
said the site and construction fund will 
have to be used to pay the $141,116 cost 
of the new building. This fund includes 
the proceeds of a $7,5 million bond issue 
approved by voters in a referendum The 
fund was slated for two phases of con- 
struction, the first of which is completed. 


•Local revenue should be used for the 


project, according to Lahti, to avoid the 
delay of an application for state aid. Re 


is optimistic the state will pay a portion 
of the cost later. 


"It is a gamble, but no more than you 


would have with a temporary facility," 
Lahti said. He believes purchase of trail- 
er classrooms or a prefabricated steel 
structure would, in the long run, not be 
as advantageous as construction of a per- 
manent building. 


LAHTI PROPOSED building the addi- 


ton, including three classrooms and two 
laboratories, next to the present power 
plant-security office building. The addi- 
tional space will enable the college to In- 
troduce a new career program in '-air 
conditioning-refrigeration." Classrooms 
in the new building are slated for spe- 
cialized programs such as "ceramics," .. 


The new building was originally includ-. 


ed in phase three of the Harper construc- 
tion plan as a grounds maintenance facil- 
ity. According to Labti, the building can 
be converted for this purpose at a later

Raps Low-Income Housing Resloution 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert Tei- 


chert Wednesday night stopped short ol 
supporting a resolution recognizing the 
need for tow and moderate-income hous- 
ing within the village. He asked that the 
resolution be held in committee. 


The resolution, drafted by Trustee 


Daniel Ahern. said, "The village board of 
Mount Prospect unequivocally states that 
there Is need for low and moderate-in- 
come housing" and "that it shall be the 
policy of the village board to take any 
ami alt action within its means to foster, 
encourage and assist In the development 
ol low and moderate-income housing 
within this community." 


Telchert said he would urge defeat of 


the resolution as It now stood. He said 
that members of the public health and 
safely committee, who were discussing 
the issue, could not really know what the 
needs tor t.uch housing were. "Some- 
where we hnve to make n study," he 
satf. "I'm not going to agree there is 
any need apparent or obvious without 
such a study." 


Telchert told the committee members 


they have to be careful because the vil-

Lapicola, reporting to the Dist. 54 


board of education Thursday, complained 
the school district's portion of tax mon- 
ey, $180,000, has not been received be- 
cause Kassuba is delinquent m payment. 


"We can only resort to letter-writing 


and publicizing the situation, but have no 
legal recourse to force payment of his 
back taxes," said Lapicola. 


"BACK TAXES for 1967, 1968 and 1069 


were delinquent but have been paid after 
complaints, but now we must get our 
1979 tax money," he added. 


Board member Bonnie Rudd said Kas- 


suba is seeking approval of Phase II of 
the Hermitage Trace development in 
Hoffman Estates. 


"Perhaps when the developer comes to 


the Hoffman Estates board for building 
permits they can remind him of his back 
taxes in his other development," said 
Rudd who holds a seat on the Hoffman 
plan commission. 


LARRY HELMICH, Kassuba represen- 


tative, agreed there may be back taxes 
owed for a portion of the Meadow Trace 
development, but added Kassuba is le- 
gally protesting the tax ' 


Heltnich said he could not be sure of 


the figures Lapicola quoted, but added 
the builder tost over $350,000 in the past 
year. 


He explained that a new interchange 


for Rte.53 took part of the Kassuba 
property being taxed and hindered the 
developers renting potential. 


"In addition to that, we are being tax- 


ed for a building that burned down over 
a year ago," added Helmich, 


He added that a legal appeal is being 


pursued. 


Schaumburg Crime Rises 


Serious crime in the village of Schaum- 


burg rose ISO per cent in 1371 over rates 
from 1870 according to a new report just 
completed by the Schaumburg Village 
police, 


The report does not include any vari- 


able for the approximately 25 per cent 
increase in population which police offi- 
cials said should be taken into account 
when considering report. The percentage 
increase in serious crime between 1969 
and 1070 was about 55 per cent. 


Statistics show burglary and auto theft 


with the largest number of incident in- 
creases over the past year. Police said 
146 burglaries and 23 auto thefts were 
reported. 


The report shows police were able to 


clear about 20 per cent «f the major 
crimes in the village last year, 


The report was presented to the village 


board last night by Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin Conroy. Conroy had said 
earlier the figures might be somewhat 
misleading because of the .large popu- 
lation increase. 


Fund Organizer Threatened 


A young Schaumburg mother, the prin- 


cipal organizer of a local fund drive to 
aid the adoptive parents of 2%-year-old 
Amy Huebert, has lodged a complaint 
with village police contending she is re- 
ceiving threatening phone cafls. 


The recently widowed mother of two 


said, in the complaint, she had received 
numerous threatening calls including one 
that said "I'm going to come over and 
kidnap your kids,'' Schaumburg Police 
Chief Martin Conroy said Thursday. 


Conroy said the woman requested ex- 


tra surveillance of her residence which 
the police are supplying. Sbe has also 
bad her phone disconnected.

None had 
been issued In the four previous years,

miles during the past year petroling the 
village. They issued 4,745 citations for 
traffic violations and 'stuck more than 
14DD tickets under, the-windshield.wipers 
of mitos illegally parked in the village.

Resume Tree-Burning At Preserve 


Dead and diseased trees from the Chi- 


cago area are once again being burned 
in a forest preserve east of Wheeling, but 
much of the burning is now done in a 
device designed to curb pollution. 


The site had been closed in September 


by the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency because the open burning at the 
site did not meet new state requirements 
for air pollution. 


It was reopened Wednesday, and the 


county bas notified 36 municipalities, SO 
pnvate arbomts, the City of Chicago, 
and the Chicago Park District that once 
again they could bring their dead and 
diseased trees to the site to be destroyed. 


In the 3% months that the site was 


closed a new "air curtain destructor" 
was installed at the site by the Cook 
County Forest Preserve District. 


THE DESTRUCTOR consists of a pit 


topped with a series of blowers. The 
trees are burned in the pit and the blow- 
es seal the pit with a curtain of air which 
recycles the smoke into the fire and min- 
imizes pollution. 


There still will be some open burning 


at the site in addition to the destructor, 
until next summer, 


County officials had said that the de- 


structor could not handle all the diseased 
trees brought to the site and they asked 
state permission to burn excess trees in 
the open.

The county said it needed until July i 


to determine how many additional de- 
structors or other devices will be needed 
to dispose adequately of the dead trees 
brought to the site from all over Cook 
County 


The state Pollution Control Board last 


week agreed to grant the variance to al- 
low the open burning until July 1. It put 
tight restrictions on the burning, how- 
ever, and required that the county make 
a decision by March 1 on how the excess 
trees will be handled. 


THE BOARD said that as many of the 


excess trees as possible should be open 
burned at the county's smaller Palos 
Hills burning site 


Other restrictions include burning only 


when the wind is not likely to blow the 
smoke toward residential areas of Wheel- 
ing and Northbrook, 


The forest preserve district must pro- 


vide the state with monthly reports on 
the operations of the burning site and 
must keep the pollution control board in- 
formed of then- progress toward curbing 
pollution. 


Under the variance no fires may be 


started before 9 a m each Monday and 
all fires must be extinguished by 6 p.m. 
each Friday. 


THE SITE IS now open from 8 a m. to 


5 p.m. Monday through Friday to accept 
trees, James Tyndall, assistant general 
superintendent of the forest preserve dis- 
trict, said yesterday. 


Tyndall said there was no food of trees 


brought to the site on Wednesday, but be 
said he expected the number to increase 
rapidly as the City of Chicago and other 
municipalities which stockpiled the trees 
since September bring the stockpiled 
trees m to be burned. 


Tyndall said he doubted that the Palos 


Hills site would be able to handle all of 
the excess trees because it is a much 
smaller site with httle room for trees to 
be stored tt is only open two days a 
week, he said. 


Tyndall said as long as the district 


manages to burn all of the trees which 
were stockpiled before June there should 
be no possibility that the 3Vz months of 
stockpiling would increase the Dutch Elm 
disease in the county. 


He explained that the insect which 


spreads the disease is in a dormant state 
in the winter and it spends the cold 
months as a larva in the wood of the 
diseased tree.

port for schools. 


Under Bakalis' plan, a flat properly 


tax rote would be assessed in each coun- 
ty or on a state-wide basis in an effort to 
equalize educational opportunities. 


Bakalis made the comments at a press 


conference and in brief remarks to dele- 
gates attending the National Educational 
Finance Project, which Is meeting at the 
Arlington Park Tewm Hotel.

NIPC Recommends Buying 
90,000 Acres Open Space

The purchase of some 90,000 acres of 


open space by the end of 1979 at a cot>t of 
about SSOO million, has been recommend- 
ed by a committee of the Northeastern 
Illinois Planning Commission (NIPC), 


The recommendation was mode at a 


meeting of NIPC's planning committee 
at c o m m i s s i o n offices in Chicago 
Wednesday. 


Citing current shortages in public open 


space land for recreational purposes, the 
committee said the alternative to the 
crash program, "Is to lose the race with 
private developers for the remaining 
open lands," in the six-county region, 


The planning committee voted unani- 


mously to recommend to the full com- 
mission that the report be adopted. The 
corn mbslon will consider the report at 
Us meeting Jan, 20. 


THE REPORT, prepared by the Envi- 


ro mental 
Technical 
Advisory 
Com- 


mittee of NIPC, state the region must 
nearly double the current total of 133,000 
acres of public open space in the next 
five years just to catch up to the present 
backlog find provide for the short-term 
population increase. "The total short- 
age." the report continues, "of regional 
open space land is forecasted to reach 
DO.OOO acres by Ifl76." 


The crash program, however, could be 


successful only If the state would issue 
bonds for $250 million and if the six for- 
est preserve districts borrow up to 75 per 
cent of their legal debt limit, according 
to Fred M. Dumke, commission president 
Dumke said success of the program 
would also depend on a five-fold increase 
tn available federal matching grant mon- 
ey 


In addition to the advisory committee, 


the planning committee includes repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago Park District, 
foi'twt preserve districts, City of Chicago, 
State of Illinois, the Chicago Academy of 
Sciences and the Open Lands Project, an 
environmental group. 


The committee estimated the need for 


open space in Cook County in 1978 will be 
for 126,000 acres — 47,700 short of the 
existing 7B.300 acres. Other predkted 
deficits are: Lake County, 15,500; Will 
County, 11,600, DuPage County, 8,300; 
McHenry County, 3,700; and Kane Coun- 
ty 3,400, 


The program has been endorsed by the 


forest preserve districts In Lake, Will 
and DuPage counties. The DuFage unit 
has said it plans to use 100 per cent, not 
75 per cent, of its bonding capacity. The 
Cook County Forest Preserve District 
will discuss the matter at its next meet- 
ing, Monday. 


ONLY THE Katie County Forest Dis- 


trict has declined to endorse the pro- 
gram, stating it feels 75 pet cent of the 
bonding power is too much to spend for 
open space land acquisition. 


The committee did not list specific 


sites for acquisition to avoid land specu- 
lation, but rather established "a frame- 
work of 'preferred* sites, within which 
acquisition agencies must remain flex- 
ible enough to seize the initiative when 
land is threatened by development or be- 
comes available " 


The "preferred" first priority areas 


are based on: 


—Meeting the needs of low-income and 


minority groups. 


—Protecting irreplacable natural fea- 


tures and historical sites. 


—Meeting open space deficiencies and 


contributing to the reduction of blighting 
influences, 


—HELPING CURB urban sprawl 
—Providing for citizen participation. 
—Superior natural resource quality. 
The committee also recommended ac- 


quiring "preferred" land such as wooded 
floodplains along the Fox and Des 
Plaines rivers, and golf courses threat- 
ened by private developers. The group 
also said the deficiency in the Chicago 
area could be partly reduced through the 
construction of recreational peninsulas 
and islands in Lake Michigan. 


"Recent California, Minnesota and 


Texas court decisions have clearly in- 
dicated that educators must reappraise 
the traditional methods of financing pub- 
lic education," Bakalis said. 


"Today the court seems to be at the 


vanguard of school changes — desegre- 
gation, finances, tenture, teachers' rights, 
students' rights. But whatever changes 
may come from the courts, I believe it is 
necessary for Illinois to begin a process 
of determining alternate methods of fi- 
nancing education," he said, 


The California decision, which Bakalis 


has indicated he supports, said use of a 
local property tax to support school dis- 
tricts denies equal educational opportu- 
nities. 


Besides a regional or state-wide prop- 


erty tax, Bakalis proposed increased fed- 
eral funding as an alternative for assist- 
ing Illinois schools. 


THE FEDERAL government currently'' 


accounts for about seven per cent of the 
Illinois Educational finances. 


A third alternative', increased state in- 


come tax, is "highly unlikely," Bakalis 
acknowledged, because of Cov. Richard 
B. OgUvie's pledge earlier this week that 
taxes would not increase in 19721 


"The crisis in public education fi- 


nances is here and it's now and it's all 
over the state," Bakalis declared. 


"People have to face up to the facts 


that the financing of 'schools is a very, 
very serious problem." he said. 


He compared the Chicago school crisis 


to "the little boy who kept crying 'wolf'. 
People don't believe the schools could ac- 
tually shut down," he said. 


"I DON'T mean to teU them, I told you 


so, but I did tell you so last April — that 
the Chicago school district was not going 
to make it financially." 
v 
Bakalis indicated he was uncertain 


what effect a recent Richmond, Va. court 
decision will have in Illinois. The Vir- 
ginia ruling struck down separate city 
and suburban school districts. 


Bakalis expressed regret that two state 


legislative leaders decided not to serve 
on Gov. OgUvie's newly created School 
Study Commission. He said he hoped 
they would reconsider because "we need 
continuity on this commission." 


Bakalis will serve as vice chairman of 


the commission. He said he hoped that 
commission and a committee be set up 
in'December will be able to submit re- 
ports and recommendations in time for 
the 19*73 legislative session.

WASHINGTON (UPI)-Every metro- 


politan area in the country may yet find 
its city and suburban schools merged 
into one district for integration purposes 
as a result ol this week's preced net-set- 
ting court ruling in Richmond, Va,, ac- 
cording to civil rights lawyers. 


In the Richmond decision, Federal dis- 


trict Court Judge Robert R. Merhige Jr, 
ordered county-city boundaries dissolved 
where schools arc concerned, creating 
one b|g metropolitan district so that in- 
town black schools can be balanced with 
suburban white ones by busing and other 


means, 


A group of civil rights lawyers, in- 


cluding William L, Talor, former staff di- 
rector for the U.S. Civil Rights Commis- 
sion, told a news conference Wednesday 
the decision has vast implications, 


"In my judgment," Taylor said, "no 


metropolitan area in the country is ex-

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Reached Breaking Point 
Prison Is Bomb With A Short Fuse 


by TOM TIEDE 


RAHWAY, N.J.-On Thanksgiving Eve 


the warden of the New Jersey Slate Pris- 
on here was called to investigate a dis- 
turbance tn the auditorium. He arrived 
to find 150 inmates who refused to return 
to their cells after an evening movie. He 
Asked them to calm down. They respond- 
ed by grabbing him from behind, knock- 
ing him to the floor, kicking him, stab- 
bing him, and holding him hostage (the 
first warden so held in recent times! for 
the next 27 hours. 


Why? Not because they hated the man, 


On the contrary, 43-year-old tJ. Samuel 
Vukccvich had been a rather decent su- 
pervisor in his first year as the big house 
warden. He was not particularly per- 
missive; He couldn't really offer his in- 
mates much. But he believed the prison- 
ers to be human beings, acted accord- 
ingly, and was generally considered at 
least "0,K." by the fair-minded under 
his charge. 


Yot still they turned on him Savagely. 


And when the Inmate uprising was over, 
Warden Vukcevich had suffered two stab 
wounds in the back, two punctures in 
front, a razor slash in the abdomen, and 
four broken bones at the base of his 
neck. 


Again, why? 


AT LEAST PART of the answer, says 


the wounded warden himself, is that 
"Some of the men just reached their 
breaking point. I don't think they wanted 
to hurt me, but they Just got frustrated 
enough to do anything. My prison is TO 
years old. We don't have enough money 
to run it properly. How, for God's sake, 
can you keep men comfortable on 78 
cents worth of food per man per day? 
That's the way it is in here. And we 
shouldn't be shocked when men rebel at 
the conditions." 


Vukcevich's answer Is not really sur- 


prising. The same thing has been written 
and said thousands of times before. Yet 
repeated as it is by a prison adminis- 
trator, it comes as an official admission 


of failure and thus b unusual. 


"Rahway," says Vukcevich bluntly, "la 


a bomb with a short fuse." 


The institution was constructed at the 


first of the century in the classic, which 
is to say oppressive, prison architecture. 
High walls for low humanity. And if toe 
structure is ugly, the location is even 
worse. Bahway sits in the middle of New 
Jersey's Industrial stench, surrounded by 
pollutive smokestacks, EsotericaUy, at 
least, the inmates are fortunate they 
can't see out. Yet the high floating odors, 
the eye-watering fumes, are ever remin- 
ders of nearby civilization. 


Builders planned the place to house a 


maximum of 1,000 prisoners. But usually 
there are at least 300 more than that. An 
official visitor recently said that it's so 
crowded there isn't room for the hand- 
writing on the waD. A prisoner's letter to 
his family has said: "I have to wait an 
hour for the shower." And a former Rah- 
way convict says the men are so cram- 
med together "it takes the guards a long 
time to work their way through to the 
gang rapes." 


Some of this criticism, perhaps, may 


be more emotional than factual. Yet the 
truth about the place Is bad enough. 
Warden Vukcevich says the prison has 
no vocational training programs ("We 
have a shoe factory, but how many shoe 
repairers are needed today?"); he says 
it is inadequately staffed ("Last year I 
asked for 20 new positions and got 
three"); he says there is very little, if 
any, rehabilitation going on ("We have 
no social workers and no full tune parole 
officers. We have one psychologist and 
need three. We have one doctor and need 
two"). 


IN SUM, says the warden, Rahway is a 


bomb both literally and figuratively. And 
defusing it, as well as most other ex- 
plosive American jails, wUl be difficult. 


Read that last word expensive. 


Says Vukcevich: "I don't know how 


much it would cost to rebuild Rahway 
alone. Just to make it a safe place, to

Waiting an hour for a 
shower is too much, And today, tomor- 
row or sometime soon, one of the jails 
will likely bust open again. Then whoev- 
er holds the purse strings will have to let

Coroner Announces Record 
310 Drug Overdose Deaths 


Cook County Coroner Andrew 3, To- 


man yesterday announced that a record 
3lo pea-sons in Cook County died from 
drug ovordoses during 1071. 


Tltis Is a 12 per cent increase over 


1970, when a record 277 persons died 
from drttg overdoses, and more than a 50 
per cent increase over 1969, when 202 
persons overdosed, Dr. Toman said, 


"Our statistics dramatically indicate 


the widespread abuse of drugs," Dr. To- 
man stated. "This is a crisis that is not 
confined to the inner city; it is also prev- 
alent in our so-cntted better neighbor- 
hoods. Drug abuse knows no economic, 
racial, social or ethnic limitations." 


Dr. Toman said that of the 310 drug 


deaths lait year, Z5t occurred in Chicago 
and o9 in the suburban area. He said IBS 
of the victims were While, IIS were

Dr. Toman reported that the majority 


of the overdose victims died from heroin 
or morophbe, which in the body are 
chemically identical. The second biggest 
killer was barbiturates. Of the 310 
deaths, 184 were found to have overdosed 
from morophine and heroin, and 92 from 
barbiturates. 


The coroner warned that most of xte 


deaths were not suicides, but resulted 
from carelessness and ignorance. 


He added that the majority of the 


deaths broke down into two categories. 


"First there is the hard line user or 


addict who "overshoots" an excessive 
amount of heroin or morophine," Dr, To- 
man said, "This often occurs when an 
addict obtains an unusually strong dose 
of narcotic and mainlines it, 


"Secondly, there is the non-addict. This 


is the person who overdoses on barbitu- 
rates. The primary cause here is mixing 
the drug with alcohol. There are many 
type barbiturates that alone are not fat- 
al; but mixed with alcohol can cause 
death," 


Dr. Toman warned that there are no 


"quick solutions or easy answers" to the 
overdose crisis, He said one need is more 
educational programs to warn of the dan- 
gers of drug overdosing.

the officials as well. 


Margolis says, for example, he has re- 


quested police help on a number of occa- 
sions but received none: "I remember I 
was robbed of $10 a few years ago. Some 
bum snatched the bill out of my hand. 
Well, there was this police car, with two 
cops in it, right at the corner. Some 
people who saw the robbery yelled at the 
cops to help. I yelled, too. 'Catch that 
man/1 said. But the cops didn't even get 
out to run, they stayed in their car and 
drove off. I don't know if they chased the 
thief or not — but I never saw the cops 
again or the f 10," 


AND EVEN the city itself has appar- 


ently been part of this blind man's brutal 
worries. He says New York authorities 
have forever ignored his plea ("Actually, 
I've been down on my knees") for an 
electric hookup at hts newsstand. With- 
out it he has, for 26 years, had no heat in 
the winter. "Oh, I tried aii oil burner 
once, but the fumes made me sick, Be- 
sides, there's too much danger of fire I 
keep telling the city this. I keep asking 
and asking for the electricity. But this 
year, like every other year, I will freeze 
to death again." 


And so it goes in the world of Irving 


Margolis, Yesterday, 
today, and he 


thinks: "Probably 'til I die." Young 
people laugh at the cotton in his eyes, 
Huffy women complain he is too slow, 
Business types act as though he doesn't 
exist, 


Plunk. Another coin in the bucket. A 


dime? Or a penny? 


Twenty-six years, Five days a week. 


And all alone. Clearly, the old man is

School Design 


Care Needed 


Wait! Better See What His Trouble Is! 


A now concept in high school ar- 


chitecture has been introduced in 
High School Dist, 214 that radically 
departs from the traditional egg 
crate school design. 


We commend 
the district for 


searching for a better school de- 
sign, but we feel this move should 
have been made with more prepa- 
ration. 
Only 
carefully 
planned 


change can escape the errors of ex- 
perimentation. 


The new design was first used in 


the $9.6 million Rolling Meadows 
High School, which opened ths fall, 
An improved version of the Rolling' 
Meadows school is now being con- 
structed in Buffalo Grove. The 
$10.5 million Buffalo Grove High 
School is scheduled to be com- 
pleted in the fall of 1973. 


Rather than string classrooms in 


the new schools along hallways, 
the architectural firm of Orput and 
Orput positioned them in block 
units to facilitate movement and 
communication. Many of the class- 
rooms don't have doors but open 
directly into adjoining classrooms 
and 
centralized 
library-study 


areas. 


For some members of the Boll- 


ing Meadows staff, the open class- 
rooms have proved to be a re-_ 
straint rather than an improve- 
ment. They complain that noise 
carries easily between 
adjoining 


classrooms. Administrators are en- 
couraging teachers to develope 
their own teaching techniques to fit 
the new arrangement, Teachers, 
on the other hand, are calling for 
revisions in the construction that 
will give them the option to close 
their rooms when necessary. 


The complaints of the high school 


stall have been rectified in the Buf- 


falo Grove plans. Extenders have 
been added to the walls of the open 
classrooms and more closed class- 
rooms have been included in each 
unit. 


It is unfortunate that the district 


had to build a "test case" school 
before it could utilize the open de- 
sign successfully. 


Open classroom construction is a 


new phenomena, but it is not un- 
tried. School officials should have 
investigated the new mode of 
school architecture more carefully 
to find out exactly what is work- 
able. 


We sympathize with the officials' 


efforts to find ways to make educa- 
tion more relevant to the individual 
student. There is a definite need to 
de-emphasize the .automated oij- 
ganization found'in many schools. 
Flexibility in teaching and freedom 
in learning are strong values. 


Yet, the philosophical values of 


the open design must be weighed 
carefully with practical values. If 
they are not, the openness will only 
create disturbance. 


If administrators and school 


board members are not qualified to 
evaluate the effectiveness of an ar- 
chitect's design, then they should 
hire someone who is. As in- 
congruous as it sounds, this may 
necessitate hiring an architect to 
check another architect. But it is 
essential that a growing district 
have expertise in construction. 


We hope that Dist. 214 officials 


have learned a lesson — a lesson 
from which all school districts can 
benefit. The fine line between in- 
novation and experimentation can 
be breached only 
with knowl- 


edgeable research and 
careful 


planning.

Students of the "convergence 


theory." which

United States and the Soviet Union 
are growing more and more alike, 
can cite one more piece of evi- 
dence: The first bowling alley in 
all the tUissias is due to open in 
Moscow next July. 


The bowling center, 
designed 


eventually to have 24 lanes with 
automatic 
pinsetters, 
is 
being 


equipped by the Brunswick Corp., 
which introduced bowling at a So- 
viet recreation exhibit in Moscow's 
Gorki Park in August. Some 40,000 
people filed through the exhibition 
halt in three weeks and there was 
heavy television, magazine and 
newspaper coverage, 


Since no private citizen or com- 


pany exhibits or prints anything in 
Russia (there is still this slight dif- 
ference between us), Russian dis- 
covery of bowling reflects official 
Kremlin approval of the sport. The 
reason, says a Brunswick execu- 
tive, is that the government is con- 
cerned about finding activities that 
youth can be interested in. 


They are concerned about more 


than that. As a matter of fact, 
"for wide-awake U.S. firms in vir- 
tually every industry, the U.S.S.R. 
presents a new commercial fron- 
tier for sales of equipment and 


technology —a potential means of 
offsetting shrinking profits in de- 
pressed markets at home .and in 
other Western countries." 


So trumpets Business Inter- 


national of Geneva, Switzerland, a 
research, publishing and executive 
counseling organization serving in- 
ternational corporations. 


BI cautions, however, that West- 


ern firms competing for a share ol 
this "booming market" must learn 
to operate within the framework of 
the U.S.S.R.'s state-trading sys- 
tem, 
which 
poses commercial 


problems different from those en- 
countered in trade and investment 
between 
capitalist, 
free-market 


economies. This rtquires a differ- 
ent marketing strategy and differ- 
ent tactics, from gauging the po- 
tential market for a product to pro- 
moting demand and negotiating 
the final sales or licensing agree- 
ment.

It's easy for him to laugh. He makes 


almost $30,000 annually controlling the 
non-problem. Big joke. 


Supposedly his lieutenants, who also 


get paid to hold other jobs, have done 
such a great job with the mandatory vac-

cination program that not a dog in the 
county has had rabies since the time 
Elvis' "Hound Dog" attacked the ner- 
vous systems of many a parent. 


His logic is almost acceptable. Accept- 


'able, that is, if you don't consider that 
only 20 per cent of the county's dogs are 
registered with his department and if 
you think rabies is restricted to dogs. 


If he has the situation under such good 


control, where were his men when the 


bat terrorized the lobby of the City-Coun- 
ty Building in September? 


That cute little mammal — I stffl think 


they're nothing but flying rats — was fi- 
nally struck down by a janitor wielding a 
hunk of old broomstick. 


That bat ended up in the furnace be-

Teamwork Needed In Rolling Meadows 


For weeks now we have been bearing 


about CCPA (Combined Counties Police 
Association) and its conflict with city of- 
ficials and the efforts by Rolling Mead- 
ows policemen to convince the city that 
CCPA should be the official bargaining 
agent for the patrolmen.

easily recognizable by the presence of a 
large black/blue area under the chin, 
caused when the elbow goes limp every 
minute or so, followed almost imme- 
diately by the chin striking the top of the 
desk. 


Simultaneously, a great blister epidem- 


ic is raging eiverywhere county elevator 
operators are found. 


The primary strain of the disease oc- 


cur* mostly at the City-County Building 
and is symptomized by abnormally 
large blisters on the very tip of the index 
finger.

This species, unfortunate- 
ly, is not endangered. 


Instead of doing away with the rabies 


control group, as some suggest, perhaps 
it would be wiser to just cross-train the 
inspectors. 


There may not be many dogs with 


rabies in Cook County these days, but 
there is no shortage of sick animals.

"There's nothing easy about this kind 


of investment/' an industry spokesman 
said. "But, in general, the experience 
gained convinced the companies they not 
only should continue the effort but could 
do it without taking a bath " 


The first program invested $12 billion 


in construction of more than 106,000 hous- 
ing units, mostly multi-family apart- 
ments for low and moderate-income fam- 
ilies. Only two projects were foreclosed 
and only about seven per cent were 
delinquent in mortgage payments. More 
than a third of a billion dollars also went 
into medical and social (service facilities 
and another quarter billion into com- 
mercial and industrial projects designed 
to produce inner city jobs.

they'd swindled an estimated \,m small- 
town job hunters, mostly in five south- 
eastern states, of nearly 5300,000. 


Elsewhere, investigators recorded one 


case Jn which a New York City resident 
gnve up his job early this year and in- 
vested most of his savings — $545 — in n 
course in computer programming. For 14 
weeks he drove a cab part time to make 
ends meet.

first two companies he applied to gave 
him their tests, and suggested he try, an- 
other line of work Their tests showed, 
they told him, that he had "no aptitude 
for computer programming." 


One-year correspondence courses in 


computer programming, as well as in- 
surance adjusting, were offered by Na-, 
tionwide Training Service of Danville, 
Va., whose operators were recently sen- 
tenced for mail fraud. The courses cost 
$450 and $350 respectively. Sales pitches, 
says a spokesman for the Postal In- 
spection Service, "emphasized that im- 
mediate job opportunities in both fields 
were readily available," in the student's 
own locality. 


Some weie told the school would sched- 


ule appointments for them to obtain their 
adjusters' licenses, and then place them 
with insurance companies. Others were 
promised, aon graduation, a car and 
on-the-job training at $150 a week. 


No graduate of these courses was ever 


placed in a job. "In reality," say the 
postal inspectors, "positions in these 
fields were virtually nonexistent and 
were predominantly offered to graduates 
of recognized colleges and universities." 


THE SWINDLERS have discovered 


there are thousands of potential victims 
— easy prey because they're eager to 
improve their careers. Training schools 
and correspondence courses have been 
springing up like mushrooms. So: 


• Don't sign anything, or make any 


payment, until you've checked out such a 
school. 


• Write or phone your' state Officer of 


Education to find out whether it's an ac- 
credited school. 


• Find out. from this office and/or 


your state university, what the employ- 
ment opportunities are in this field and 
whether the course you're considering 
will qualify you for employment. 


• Get names, if possible, of gradu- 


ates who've found employment — and 
talk to them. And if a school can't fur- 
nish you with any such names . . . well, 
what would you think?

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Urges Income Tax Check 


The Internal Revenue Service has 


urged wage earners to adjust their in- 
come tax withholding. 


Roger C. Beck, Internal Revenue Ser- 


vice district director (or northern Illi- 
nois, said the Revenue A c t of 1971 
will cause overwithholding lor many 
wage earners unless a new Income Tax 
W i t h h o l d i n g Exemption Certificate 
(Form W-4) is filed with their employer. 


Beck said new withholding provisions 


of the 1971 tax law apply to all wages 
paid after Jan. 16, 1972, and employes 
should file new exemption certificates as 
soon as possible to avoid unnecessary re- 
ductions in take-home pay. 


The changes in withholding reflect the 


increases in the standard deduction and 
in the personal exemption provided by 
the 1971 Act, and are designed to elimi- 
nate 
the 
major 
causes of under- 


withholding that many taxpayers experi- 
enced in 1971. The withholding tax rates 
are adjusted so that single 
employes 


earning up to $25,000 a year and married 
employes, whose spouses are not em- 
ployed, with earnings up to $31,000 a 
year can generally expect to have their 
full tax withheld. 


The new law also introduces "special 


withholding allowance" for one-job indi- 
viduals and families and liberalizes the 
provisions governing additional withhold- 


ing allowances for taxpayers who itemize 
their deductions (for charities, taxes, 
and other). 


THE DIRECTOR SAID that generally, 


an employe should do these things: for 
himself, spouse," dependents, etc. Em- 
ployes who formerly underclaimed ex- 
emptions in order to counterbalance the 
underwithnolding in the withholding sys- 
tem will probably find that is uo longer 
necessary or desirable. 


—Claim the new "special withholding 


allowance" if single and he doesn't earn 
more than $25,000; or if married his 
spouse does not work and be has only 
one job from which he earns not more 
than $31,000 


—Claim the "additional withholding al- 


lowances1' shewn in the table on the back 
of the withholding exemptions certificate 
(Form W-4) if his itemized deductions 
are subtantially larger than the standard 
deduction. 


However, single employes who earn 


more than $25,000 and married employes 
who earn more than $31,000, may want to 
roughly compute their 1972 tax and with- 
holding based on expected earnings for 
the year to see if enough tax will be 
withheld. Then, if their withholding is not 
sufficient, they can increase it in order 
to avoid having to make payments or a 
declaration of estimated tax. They can 


do this by underclaiming their ex- 
emptions or asking their employers to 
withhold additional dollar amounts, or 
'both. 


The Internal Revenue Service is mail- 


ing to all employers a new Employers 
Tax Guide (Circular E) which contains 
the new withholding provisions and ta- 
bles and also provides an initial supply 
of the new withholding exemption certifi- 
cates which their employes will need An 
order blank for additional forms is in- 
cluded.

the Clearbrook workers have tackled a 
variety of tasks. The use of drill presses 
and other machines within the center In- 
troduces clients who may later work out- 
side the center to the type of equipment 
they are likely to encounter. 


"Most of our contracts are long-term," 


said Dan Sloan, contract procurement 
specialist for the Clearbrook center. "We 
do handle short-term projects too, for a 
company with a larger o'der to Till or a 
labor shortage problem,' 


The Clearbrook clients, ranging in age 


from 16 years to the mid-fifties, are oc- 
cupied tn recreational and social pro- 
grams during the slack contract period 
according to Sloan. Present contracts 
are supplying only enough work for half 
the work force. "We just can't lay them 
off," Sloan said. "They need to come 
here." 


Sloan is trying to beef up the contract 


work schedule through personal contacts. 
He would like to involve more industries 
in the area. Firms interested in contract 
work should contact Sloan at 593-9700.

TtlE REPOHT, prepared for the com- 


mission by Richard Lehne of Rutgers 
University based on population projec- 
tions by the commission, relied on Su- 
preme Court one-man, one-vote decisions 
which make It easier to predict the size 
and location of future congressional dis- 
tricts. 


The report said the number of con- 


gressmen 
representing predominantly 


suburban districts by the year 2000 will 
have more than tripled in 30 years, from 
about 76 in 1950 to the present 145, to 259 
by 2000.

After a study of changes made by 


Judge Boyle and his staff, the CBA com- 
mittee salt! substantial reductions have 
been made in whittling away at the back- 
log of personal Injury cases. 


Th« committee's chairman, Paul W, 


Pretzel, said Judge Joseph J, Butler, 
newly-appointed assignments judge, "has 
Instituted widespread changes" that cut 
into tlie calendar substantially. 


In one instance, Judge Butler trans- 


ferred one lawyer's G2 cases to one judge 
for disposition for settlement or trial. 
Fifty-nine of the coses promptly were 
settled and three assigned for trial. 


In another case the same procedure

School officials have hod an opportunity 
to profit from the mistakes made at Bolt- 
ing Meadows High School and hope to 
make the new school virtually flawless. 
In effect, Hie Boiling Meadows High 
School wus a trial run for the Buffalo 
Grove High School. 


The Rolling Meadows school is the tirst 


in the district to be designed with open 
classrooms. The classrooms are located 
in self-contained units, each of which Is 
restricted to a specific academic subject, 


Many of the rooms do not have doors but 
open directly into adjoining rooms and 
the study area. 


Administrators feel the concept of open 


classrooms Is good — good enough to re- 
peat. But, they admit there are problems 
in the design of the Boiling Meadows 
school. Teachers complain that noise 
carries easily between the adjoining open 
classrooms. Many like the open concept 
but say they need the option to close off 
their classrooms. Only with a com- 
bination of open and closed classrooms 
do tttey feel lite arrangement will be tru- 
ly flexible. 


"WE AREN'T GOING to make the 


same mistakes this time," said Edward 
Fischer, the administrator assigned to 
coordinate Hie Buffalo Grove construc- 
tion project. 


Yet, despite the advantage of a trial 


run, Fischer has misgivings about the 
short time span between the two con- 
struction projects. Construction of the 
new school began at about the same time 
the Rolling Meadows school was com- 
pleted. The Buffalo Grove school, the 
eighth in the district, is scheduled to be 
completed by September, 1973. 


"One of our big problems has always 


been that we have never had a chance to 
field test one building," said Fischer. 
"From the time we opened the RoQmg 
Meadows school, we were planning the 
Buffalo Grove school. Now it is a matter 
of second guessing." 


Plans for the new $10.5 million school 


call for four units, each with a study- 
library area. Because of the popularity 
of the study areas at Rolling Meadows, 
district officials plan to expand them at 
Buffalo Grove. In addition, a study area 
has been added to the vocational-prac- 
tical arts unit, which is not included in 
the Rolling Meadows design. 


TO AVOID SOME of the problems en-

countered at Roiling Meadows, district 
officials have asked the architect to re- 
vise the classroom construction in the 
new school. AH of the units will have 
some open classrooms, following the 
Rolling Meadows design. However the 
new school will also include a greater 
number of rooms with closed doors. 


"We have reached a compromise," 


said Fischer. "We will have some rooms 
with doors and some without. Each unit 
wiH include a variety of 
teaching 


spaces," 


The open rooms win be modified with 


extenders on the walls to cut off vision 
between rooms and to cut back noise, 
according to Fischer. And a material 
may be added to the walls for better 


sound absorption. 


In addition, a greater number of the 


open classrooms at the new school will 
be rectangular, rather than pie-shaped, 
said Asst. Supt, Roderick McLennan. 
. "We have found that sound b contained 
better in the rectangular rooms. But we 
want to hold onto tbe triangular rooms 
because they are so suitable for small 
and medium sized groups and they re- 
quire less corridor space. The triangular 
rooms also have a psychological in- 
centive. They invite people to move in 


, and out freely and they encourage differ- 


ent methods of instruction." 


Other design revisions include moving 


the auditorium from the center of the 
building to the side, to refocus on the 
instruction area. The teachers' lounge 
and tbe dining areas were moved closer 
to the central office area for greater con- 
' venience. And the two-story gym con- 


struction at tbe Rolling Meadows school 
will be abandoned at Buffalo Grove for 
separate gym and fieldhouse facilities, 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS also plan to take 


a different tack with personnel, accord- 
ing to Fischer. "We have to take a closer 
look at the kinds of people we employ for 
tbe new school. It'takes a particular kind 
of teacher to work in this situation. We 
have to make sure they understand what 
an open classroom is. Somehow we 
missed the boat on Rolling Meadows in 
terms of assessing the personnel and 
selling the concept." 


The construction schedule is another 


area that needs to be tightened, accord- 
ing to Fischer. The Rolling Meadows 
school was scheduled to be completely 
finished by December, but workmen are 
still on the job. "The administration is 
extremely concerned that the problem at 
Rolling Meadows won't be duplicated. 
We want the workmen off the Buffalo 
Grove job by September, 1973." 


"We've pushed up our deadlines with 


each of the contractors and are holding 
weekly meetings with the architect to 
mate sure we hold to our schedule," said 
Fischer. "We expect to save time with a 
new scheduling system which allows for 
completion of preliminary stages of the 
construction while plans are still being 
made for other parts of the building." 


WHILE FISCHER hopes to avoid most 


of the problems encountered with the 
Rolling Meadows project, he says they 
will probably not be able to avoid a mon- 
ey shortage. "They had to cut back on 
the equipment and supply budget at Roll- 
ing Meadows because of a money short- 
age. We are sure to have shorts at Buf- 
falo Grove too. But we will cut back on

An independent theatrical company 


IIM put onto video tape a much-ac- 
claimed stage production of \Yllllam Sha- 
kespeare's 'Hamlet/ probably the great- 
est piny ever written. Quality doesn't 
come much higher than .that. 


Moreover, this Is not 23-Inch Shakes- 


peare — not a shrunken adaption with a 
one-perfortnance-ofily cast. This is Ham- 
let unadulterated, uncompromlscd and 
faithful to the original ploy. 


The original production played to high 


praise in Austria, Switzerland, Holland, 
Germany, Italy, all over Britain and fi- 
nally tolhe ttHigiiest audience — Lon- 
doners. 


THE STAK IS Ian McKeitcn, who had 


a solid career in London's West End and 
transferred a Russian play called "The 
Promise" from here to Broadway. But 
his meteor renlly soared at th^ 1969 
Edinburgh Festival, when lie played Sha- 
kespeare's "Richard II" nnd Marlowe's 
"Edward II" back to back. 


His Hamlet confirmed critical opinions 


formed then — that here is an exciting, 
flamboyant young actor of extraordinary 
skill, with the courage to act in the ro- 
maatlc grand manner of Laurence Oli- 
vier in full flight. 


For six months this year, McKelten 


played Hamlet with a solidly profes- 
sional, occasionally brilliant supporting 
cast.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) — It is a curious 


and almost unreal experience tor an 
American to see a television documenta- 
ry such as Tuesday night's on NBC-TV, 
"Suffer the Little Children," about the 
^violence in Northern Ireland. 


It is like watching one's own national 


ancestors — the British, the Irish, the 
Protestants, the Catholics — in some 
nightmarish pageant. 


On film, it is particularly nightmarish 


to see - this civil war that has been 
called Britain's Vietnam. For it is on 
film that we Americans have come to 
have a special affection for the British 
and the Irish in all those movies about 
elegant and courageous and noble Eng- 
land, and charming and beautiful and po- 
etic Ireland, with good old Maureen 
O'Hara and those brogues and dialects 
that make us smile and feel warm in- 
side. 


THUS THE effect of film - it is more 


awesome than we suspect, and is some- 


times a barrier in coming to grips with 
reality. But on Tuesday night, the reality 
of the current nightmare in Northern Ire- 
land was driven home in "Suffer the 
Little Children," an unforgettable experi- 
ence in visual art — perhaps a master- 
piece — that combined lean, lucid report- 
ing with overriding compassion for the 
chief victims: The children, the next gen- 
eration that is being brought up as bigots 
to carry on the troubles. 


The producer and reporter of this 
NBC- 


TV hour was Robert Northshield, who 
had said, "We will attempt to show how 
an atmosphere of pervasive hatred is 
being perpetuated because children are 
growing up in it and are influenced by 
it" 


The sequences focusing on the children 


were merely an exploitation of the sym- 
pathy one naturally feels for such trou- 


bled youngsters, but served to clarify 
and illustrate the long-range Human 
harm being done. "The peace line," a 
wire barrier patrolled by British sol- 
diers, and separating Protestants from 
Catholics, was every bit as ugly and 
depressing as the Berlin Wall. 


THERE WAS a very sparse use of for- 


mal narration, thus the film, the visual 
aspect of the hour itself, was able, for 
the most part, to speak for itself in the 
purest form of moviemaking. The pie- 
'tares told the story, the word's imposed 
were an ideal supplement rather than the 
focus. 


In addition to.Northshield, one must 


praise cameraman Chris Gallery and di- 
rector Fred Flamenhaft, as well as all 
others on the project With their com- 
passion, they led us clear-eyed through a 
nightmare.

run-of-the-mill television. The immense 
play is almost uncut — the color TV 
recording runs three-and-a-half hours.

Door Dr. Lamb — The increasing num- 


ber of older people suffering senility is 
pltiiui. Is there nothing yet available to 
relieve the blood vessels to the brain or 
whatever ia the chief cause of this afflic- 
tion? 


1 have an aunt, three cousins, and a 


sister who completely lost all mentality 
long before they died. Now, at 66, l fear 
the same. 


bear Reader — It certainly is depress- 


ing. A certain number of these problems 
are caused by changes in the arteries lo 
the brain. Some are the result of little 
strokes. There is some evidence now that 
people who have high levels ot blood 
pressure ore more likely to have this 
problem. Other people develop senility 
because of baste changes in how the 
brain cells function. We still don't know 
much about that yet — or at least not 
enough to prevent senility or to treat It 
properly. 


There is also some evidence that drink- 


ing appreciable amounts of alcohol leads 
to earlier changes In the brain and senil- 
ity. 


About the best that can be recommend- 


ed at present to help prevent this prob- 
lem Is "good clean living" which means 
moderation or abstinence from alcohol, 
too much food, rich foods high in fats, 
cigarettes and getting proper exercise, 
the program advised to prevent heart 
disease js a good one to prevent senility 
and little strokes. 


Individuals with even high normal 


blood pressure should do their best to de- 
crease any body tat they might have, 
and stay as lean as possible. If the blood 
pressure Is actually elevated and cannot 
be lowered by adequate weight reduc- 
tion, then it might be well to take medi- 
cine to lower it. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — What in layman's 


terms is "chronic cholecystitis?" Is 
there any effective treatment for It? 
And, If not, is there any danger of fur- 
ther complications arising out of its pro- 
longation? 


Dear (tender — Chronic means long- 


term, as opposed to acute which means 
short-term or sudden. Ills means in- 
flammation, Chole Is from A Greek word 
for bile. Cyst refers to a bladder. This 
chronic cholecystitis is long-term in- 
flammation of the gall (bile) bladder. 


Mow scrimis it Is depends on the indi- 


vidual case, ft can cause minor symp- 
toms of indigestion, or it can cause pain 
or release stones into tlie bile duct to 
cause oven more trouble, which can In- 
volve the liver and even the pancreas. 
The latter happens when a stone lodges 
in the common drainage duct from the 
liver where the pancreas empties Into 
the small intestine at the same spot. 


Depending upon the health of the per- 


son Involved and how severe the problem 
is, tlte gallbladder may be removed.

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Changes Made In 
Draft Appeals 


Changes In the draft process proposed 


by tbe Selective Service System today, 
wilt effect more than four thousand draft 
boards by mid-February. 


Tbo majority of the changes are In the 


area of appeals. They will only affect fu- 
ture draftees, 


One of the major changes Is that a reg- 


istrant b now guaranteed the right to 
r&juest an appeal following an adverse 
decision at his personal appearance with 
his local board. 


Upon written request he can even get a 


personal appearance to the appeal 
boards and the Presidential appeal 
board. 


Under the new proposals, a registrant 


may bring up to three witnesses to his 
personal appearance before the local 
draft board, Witnesses were allowed pre- 
viously. 


IP A PERSONAL appearance is grant- 


ed and the registrant falls to show up, he 
Is now given five days in which to submit 
acceptable reasons for failure to appear. 
This time may be extended by the local 
board Jf they see just cause. 


Registrants are also to be told the rea- 


sons why the local and appeal boards 
matte their decisions one way and not the 
otkr. 


Another proposal Instituted by the Se- 


lective Service System is to consider de- 
ferment and exemption requests even af- 
ter an Induction notice has been issued. 


Other regulation changes allow a 


young man of 18 thirty days instead ot 
the old five days in which to register. He 
can also leave the country without the 
permission of his local board, 


The establishment of classification 1-H 


as a new administrative holding category 
has also been set up, This classification 
will be for men 2G and over with extend- 
ed liability. 


THE SELECTIVE Service System did, 


however, cut back the time allowed to 
request personal appearances or appeals. 


The thirty day appeal time got cut hi 


half for all three levels of appeals and 
appearances. 


"Although we have shortened the time 


limit for personal appearances and ap- 
peal requests from a rigid nonextendable 
30 days to a flexible IS days, we also 
have added the requirement that local 
boards give registrants at least 15 days 
notice of pending appearances or actions, 
said Curtis W. Tarr, draft director. 


Thus, now as before, no action will be 


taken for at least 30 days after a regis- 
trant receives his Notice of Classifica- 
tion. 


Modifications in CO and hardship 


classification requests were also taken 
into consideration.

Basketball Stands As King In Southern Illinois 


INTERSTATE ST IS A four-lane super- 


highway that cuts the length of Illinois 
before leaping on to Memphis and New 
Orleans. 


You we nearly 3BO miles from Chicago 


as the road slides past Salem and Cen- 
tra II a and Mount Vernon, past gently 
rolling hills, past towns that have famil- 
iar names to so many basketball fans in 
Illinois. 


Benton, Pinchneyvllie, West Frankfort, 


tlerrin, Morion . , some are big, some 
tire small, Some towns are hustling with 
new buildings, new schools, growth. 
Many show their age. 


There's tomothing so vary special 


about this urea of the state. There's a 
trtitlltlmi hm\ This Is Southern Illinois,, 
and uliyunc ulm has ever followed high 
school htiskelhnll tindersluiitN this tradi- 
tion, or tries to understand, 


Basketball is king in Southern Illinois, 


gradually building in interest until the 
month of March when its monarchy is 
absolute. Then there is nothing else that 
mailer;,. 


You can't walk through these towns, 


visit these schools, stand in these gymna- 
siums, without feeling that tradition, 
without wishing just a little that you 
could somehow have been a part of those 
fabulous winters of the past when n Cen- ' 
tralla or a Granite City or a Herrin or a 
Mount Vernon wns the talk of the state, a 
basketball champion. 


I don't speak from experience. I can 


only report what I've heard, 


I've followed high school basketball in 


Illinois for 27 years, and have seen 19 
state tournaments, but I've never been 
through some of these Southern Illinois 
towns, 1 usually get clown to Champaign 
and slop. And then head back home, 


I've licnrtl about I tie in. I've tnlkcit to 


profile who have lived in many of tlicsc 
towns made funions by I heir high school 
hnskr.tlintl tenms, but I have never driv- 
en south along Interstate 57. 


That's always been one of my goals for 


a vacation. Just to get in the car and 
head south, driving through some of 
those towns that I've heard so much 
about in following high school basketball 
in Illinois. Yes. t would like to just stop 
in and sec the high schools, walk through 
the gymnasiums, look at the trophy 
cases. 


Sound cimy? I thought people would 


think it was a strange idea until some- 
body told me about Ken Grams, the ju- 
nior-varsity basketball coach at Elk 
Grove, Ken had the same idea, and he 
did something about It. He made the 
Southern Illinois trip part of a summer 
vacation, 


"Sure, titnybc It sounds silly la some 


profile." Grams says, "hut it's some- 
thing I nlvrnys wanted In do, My wife nntl 
t were heading to St. Louis so 1 just <lc- 
cirtcd to tec as many lonni and schools 
as I could. 


"t grew up In Mount Prospect, my fa- 


ther always had a great Interest in high 
school basketball, and I heard so much 
about Southern Illinois basketball,, the 
Mt Vernons, and Cenlralias, and Her- 
ring. 


"And here at Elk Grove just talking to 


Don Schnakc and Bill Parmentter, who 
both came from Southern Illinois, made 
me even more determined to make the 
trip. They can tell some great stories 
about what it's like in those towns during 
a basketball season," 


Grama didn't miss many of the big- 


name Southern Illinois high schools. He 
stopped at Cobden, Mt. Vernon, Central- 
la, Pinckneyville, Salem, Marion, Harris- 


burg, Benton, Carbondale, Herrb, Col- 
lins vitte and Carbondale. 


'"Hie Meal time would be to make the 


trip during the basketball season," he 
admits, "but we went tn the summer. It 
ivas still fascinating, and it makes it 
much more enjoyable for me when the 
tournament comes around and I've been 
In the towns that people are talking 
ahout. 


"I would just walk through the schools, 


look at the gymnasiums and trophy 
cases, and drive around the towns to see 
what they were like. Sure, I got some 
strange looks at some schools but most 
everybody was very cordial and helpful, 


"We tend to think of all these towns as 


very small," he continueed, "but there's 
some growth there too. And you can real- 
ly see the tradition in the schools, par- 
ticularly at a place like Centralia where 
they've done so much to maintain their 
tradition in the displays." 


Grams was amazed at the distances 


between schools in the same conference. 
• "When you're involved with the Mid- 
Suburban, you never think of distance," 
he says, "We're all so close together, 
Our big trip Is to Wheeling Anything 
'north of Rand hurst is a big trip. In 
Southern Illinois there might be 100 miles 
between schools to the same league." 


Grams was particularly interested in 


Benton High School, a perennial basket- 
ball power, but he found an "old, actual- 
ly crummy looking school where you'd 
never guess they play some of the best 
basketball in the state," 


Benton plays in a crackcrbox gym with 


a singe in the Iront and two narrow 
banks of scats on cither side. It is only 
supposed to sent 1,100 people, font some- 
how they manage to cram 1,300 fa»s into 
U when the Rangers play. 


Even that isn't enough, and getting a 


ticket to one of the games is one of the 
biggest problems in town. 


Benton is a typical example of South- 


ern Illinois basketball. As you turn off 
I-S7 at Benton, you can just feet yourself 
getting caught up in the local ex- 
citement, The team is so important to 
the town. Basketball brings a lot of 
people together. It molds the community. 


That's the way it is in Southern Illi- 


nois. The high schoool team gives the 
town a sense of identity and the team, in 
a sense, represents a town's collective 
ego. 


Basketl>aII has given them something 


to he proud oil something that prevents 
them from being jnsl another obscure 
tittle Southern Illinois town. 


Ken Grams isn't through traveling. He 


wants to see more of Illinois, more of 
this Illinois high school basketball tradi- 
tion. 


"When I do it again," he says, "I'd

Size does not frighten off Ferdinand 


ftebechlni. 


The Park Ridge sculptor, who some- 


times spends as much as three months 
on one piece, has carved statues as high 
as ZK feet and weighing tons. It's just 
part of his work, 


"The way I foci about sculpture," said 


Rebechlni, "Is that it is something to get 
your teeth into . . . a physical feeling. 
I've always worked in Ihe arts. There 
was never any doubt as to what I would 
(to. When I was 13, I was already helping 
my father carve marble," added the 
third generation sculptor. 


ftebechinl says his father, born in Italy 


and a student at the Academy In Home, 
worked as an apprentice at the age of 12 
In a marble shop. 


"I WAS EXPOSED to it very early/ 


he continued, "and I made up my mind 
right away. There was never anything 
else," 


The front display room of Rebec hint's 


studio, located at 033 Busse fid. in Park 
Ridge, exhibits pieces that immediately 
point out just how diversified his talent 
is. There are no set boundaries for either 
his choice of material or subject matter. 
His works denote ooth the contemf>orary 
and religious natures of art. 


His pieces are complimented by rows 


of hung paintings, the work of June Lois, 
his wife, The two artists met while study- 
ing at the Chicago Art Institute. 


However, the line of sculptors is about 


to stop. 


"f have three children," said Rebe- 


cliitii. "and none -if them is an artist. My 
daughter is the closest. She witl become 
an architect and is now studying at the 
University of Illinois. My older son is 


studying aviation and my youngest at J.E 
wants to be a lawyer," he smiled. 


"IT'S A SHAME really. You can't say 


they weren't exposed to the arts . , . 
between my wife and me." 


Leafing through photographs of com- 


pleted statues now located throughout 
the United States, Rebechini said, "I en- 
joy working with all materials. They 
have their own characteristics. You must 
consider the material and design for it." 


The- artist-has worked with stone, terra 


cotta, wood, welded metals, plastics, 
bronze casting and marble. 


Some are more difficult to work with 


than others. 


"Steel is very resistant," he said. "It 


takes a lot ot grinding and shaping to get 
what you want. 


•"BUi1 FOUND object type of art 
... 


just putting a lot of pieces together . . . 
does not appeal to me. 1 prefer to get the 
metal to do what I want it to," 


"Wood carving really appeals to me," 


he continued. "But it is so hard to come 
by good wood," 


Regarding his larger sculptures, most 


of which have been commissioned by Ro- 
man Catholic archdioceses, he said. "I 
enjoy doing large pieces. You can tear 
into them more than the little stuff." 


This spring Rebeehini installed a bolt- 


ed crane into liis studio to aid him in'' 
carving a three ton piece of marble. This 
spring he is traveling to Vermont to 
carve a 60-ton marble piece that was too 
heavy to be handled in his own studio. 


Plans are carefully laid out in ad- 


vance. The sculptures are first designed 
on paper and then made into clay mod- 
els, usually half the size of the finished 
piece. Every detail is considered. 


"YOU JUST can't make mistakes on 


t h e f i n a l " piece," said Rebechini, 


"They're usually pretty hard to rectify if 
you do." 


The artist, who resides in Riverwoods, 


Is usually working on several pieces at 
one time. Even though he's his own boss, 
he sticks more or less to a regulated 
schedule, being at his studio by 8 a.m. 
most days. 


"I work as long as t think 1 should .. 


usually it's past five o'clock when I 
leave, and I usually stop in sometime 
ov.er the weekend." 


•You can't help but envy Ferdinand 


Rebechini, who is master of his own 
working pattern. Comfortably attired in 
an open shirt and blue jeans, he sits on 
his stool and quietly works with melodic 
FM music forming a soothing backdrop. 
Often his wife comes into the studio with 
him and paints. 


IN DISCUSSING the Old Masters, 


Rebechini names Rodin as his favor% 
sculptor ... in preverence to Michela- 
ngelo. "He was much too fussy in the 
treatment of his subjects," said the Park 
Ridge sculptor about Michelangelo, 


"His anatomy studies are great, but 


artistically he'was too detailed. It tended 
to overwhelm his sculpture. I see people 
'ooh' and 'ahh' over Ihe Pieta, but when 
I look at it, I see loo many curls. I feel 
Rodin was much more expressive." 


But while Bebechini is noted For his 


religious work, he favors his contempo- 
rary pieces. 
" ' 


"I work on modern stuff whenever I 


get the chance," he said. "I still like sub- 
ject matter, but I like to go as contempo- 
rary as possible with it;" 


AND JUST as Rebechini is not put off 


by massive size, he also is involved with 
the minute. 


Quite an honor, Rebechini was chosen 


as sculptor for The Legacy o£ John F. 


Medley 


Kennedy commemorative medal series 
by the Lincoln Mint, It is not the .first 
series of medals he has .been commis- 
sioned to do, but the Kennedy* series is 
special to him because he has deep- ad- 
miration for both men. 


"Both Jack and Robert Kennedy left a 


deep impression on the'people,".he said. 


In designing the coins he first models 


clay "on a wood disc that is >even times 
the size of the actual inedaUtb-be, A larg- 
er sire affords finer detail. ,. 


After the clay model is approved, plas- 


ter is cast over the clay and in turn a 
plastic positive, is achieved.

Singers, Including Al Martino, read "The 
Godfather" find went hustling after the 
part of Johnny Fontaine, the Mafia-run 
pop singer. 


One of the few who didn't want the 


part was Frank Sinatra, He had exploded 
when he read Mario Puzo's novel; he felt 
the author had modeled his character too 
closely on Sinatra himself. 


But Martino and Vic Oamone went af- 


ter the part. Martino finally managed to 
set up a meeting with Al Ruddy, who 
was to produce the film for Paramount, 
The singer broke a Last Vegas date to 
keep the appointment. It was the first of 
many financial sacrifices 
he 
would 


make. 


One night in September 1070, there was 


ti birthday party at Chasen's for an im- 
portant figure in the Hollywood /music 
world. Martino wasn't there — he was 
singing in Canada — but his wife attend- 
ed, with Puzo and Ruddy. 


SOMETIME DURING the evening, ac- 


cording to witnesses, a shadowy figure 
known as Hoglc strolled over lo their 
table ami asked Puzo to follow him. They 
went over to Sinatra's table. Frank was 
burning. 


"Suddenly there were firecrackers go- 


ing off," Ruddy says. 


The firecrackers took the form of a Si- 


natra explosion. 


"1 ought to break your legs," Sinatra 


shouted at Puzo, loud enough so heads 
turned. "Did the FBI help you with your 
book?" 


Some witnesses say Puzo tried to grab 


Sinatra. Others say he turned and 
walked away. Ruddy says the author was 
crushed because he had idolized Sinatra 
and didn't feel that his book was In any 
way a put-down of Sinatra. 


But ultimately his reaction was worry, 


because he is known to have asked 
friends If they thought "those guys car-

tied guns," Someone apparently assured 
him that he really had no cause to fear 
bodily harm, 


BUT THERE WAS a curious, perhaps 


coincidental aftermath to the incident. 
Although Ruddy now insists the Johnny 
Fontaine part is still important, barely 
two days after that party at Chasen's, 
the role was minimized. Some insiders 
theorized that the studio was trying to 
take the heat off Puzo to appease Si- 
natra. 


Even though the part was now smaller, 


Martino still wanted it, and Ruddy an- 
nounced that he had it. Over the many 
months prior to the announcement, Mar- 
tino had spent more than $100,000 in can- 
celed engagements and sacrificed anoth- 
er $100,000, 


Martino knows his way around. And he 


must have realized that he needed more 
than Buddy's announcement before he 
could play Johnny Fontaine, Somewhere

Vic Damons, who actively sought the 
role in the movie version, withdrew 
from the running, saying the story 
was demeaning to Italian-American}. 


along the line, Martino must have gone 
to the Mafia and gotten official per- 
mission to play the part. 


THAT BECAME clear later. Buddy 


picked Francis Ford Coppola to direct 
"The Godfather." Coppola, unaware of 
the Ruddy-Martina agreement, picked 
Vic Damone to be his Johnny Fontaine. 
What neither Coppola nor Damone knew • 
was that the Mafia had given their OK to 
someone else. 


Damone then issued a statement that 


he was turning the part down because it 
wasn't in the best interests of the Italian 
people. This struck most people who 
knew as a cop-out. The suspicion was 
that Damone had gotten the word from 
the Mafia to now out because they had 
officially sanctioned Martino previously. 


But there was still Sinatra to be reck- 


oned with. He carries a lot of weight, 
particularly in Las Vegas. The rumors 
went out that Martino would never play 


Vegas again, or at feast not thole Vegas 
spots where Sinatra had clout. 


However, Martino had the Mafia seal 


of approval, and the Mafia is as strong in 
Vegas as Sinatra, if not stronger. Mar- 
tino must have known about the rumors 
that he couldn't p 'lay Vegas, but he 
seemed secure in the knowledge that be 
would — and he has. • 


.THERE ARE persistent rumors that 


Sinatra called Coppola, personally, to 
ask him to drop the Fontaine role from 
the film, or curtail it. Ruddy says he, 
himself, was never approached by the 
singer or anyone representing him, for 
that purpose. He also says be has never 
been approached by the Mafia — 
"directly or obliquely" — on the film. 


As of now, with the filming complete, 


the Johnny Fontaine roje is in the film, 
with the Mafia-approved Al Martino 
playing the. character. Ruddy says the 
singer is "spectacular and brilliant" in 
the part and the role is "very impor- 
tant," 


But the picture isnt out yet and won't 


be released until spring. Hollywood is 
wondering what the part will be like on 
opening'night — and who will have won 
this bitter backstage battle.

ROZ RuSSell In Arthritis Fight 
Here's How To Announce 


by PATBICfA McCOKMACK 


NEW YORK (UP!) - One morning 


three years ago actress Rosalind Russell 
awakened to find her hands full of pain, 


She looked et then) and was semi-hor- 


rified. 


"The hands were swollen to the size of 


two small hams," Miss Russell said in 
an interview, 


The Problem: Arthritis. Seventeen mil- 


lion Americans have that problem. 


For over 20 years Miss Russell had 


worked as a volunteer for the Arthritis 
foundation. From that experience she 
knew that the road ahead would be 
bumpy and that there was no guarantee 
that tt would lead to recovery, 


"If I beat this rap," she said to herself, 


"I will work harder for the foundation 
and the search for a cure." 


It took more than three months for 


Miss Russell to regain function of the 
hands crippled by the disease that 
threatened to end her career. 


"I have in mind persons who must 


scrub or sew and use their hands when 
they should be resting." 


In New York recently Miss Russell was 


given the Floyd B. Odium Award for her 
subsequent outstanding service to the 
Arthritis Foundation. Each year that 
award honors the top volunteer. 


Jack Benny, presenting the award, 


cited Miss Bussell for her role as a trav- 
eling ambassador who speaks out about 
the great need to find a cure for arth- 
ritis. 


"THOUGH I'VE HAD the best medical 


treatment I am not cured. Hopefully, 
with constructive effort and money for 
reseach a cure can be found." 


The word "Arthritis" describes nearly 


100 rheumatic diseases. Five million 
Americans suffer from tbe most crippl- 
ing form, rheumatoid arthritis. It usually

strikes in the 20 to 45 "prime of life" 
years. It strikes women three times as 
often as men. 


The latest research indicates the dis- 


ease may be caused by a hidden virus- 
like agent 


Dr. William S. Clark, president of tbe 


foundation, maintains that arthritis is not 
an inevitable and inescapable price of 
human existence. 


"It can and will be eliminated as soon 


as enough people demand that doing 
more about it be given a 'now* priority," 


The arthritis-fighters estimate that 


more than $1.5 billion in wages are lost 
annually because of arthritis. 


MISS RUSSELL and others in the cru- 


sade against arthritis are disturbed that 
arthritics spend more than MOO million a 
year on unproven therapies — "quack 
cures." 


"Just think wbat we could accomplish 


through research with one-fourth or even 
one-eighth of that," she said. 


Of an of those who are told for the first 


time this year that they have arthritis 
(there will be 250,000 hearing the bad 
news), Miss Russell would say: 


"Go to a rheumatobglst, a specialist 


and not a regular doctor for treatment. A 
great deal of suffering can be spared by 
going early to a rheumatotogist, 


"If you can't find one of your own or 


through your doctor, wnte or phone the 
Arthritis Foundation chapter nearest 
you." 


Miss Russell hopes and prays that 


within her life there will be a cure for 
arthritis. 


"Until it is found," she said, "we'll 


keep fingers and everything else crossed 
— except our eyes,"

There are various ways to tinker with 
holes, ff it's a small spot, it may take 
filling In with nail polish of the same col- 
or. If it's a large section, perhaps near 
the sink, it can bo replaced with a built- 
in cutting board, with a groove around 
tho edge to catch drippings. If the burns 
are all In one area, il's best not to do 
home experimenting but to have a new 
sheet Installed. It's expensive, yes, but 
what Isn't these- days?

Board Discusses

Higgins Road 


A series of- right turn intersections 


along Higgins Road Jn Hoffman Estates 
— described as being traffic hazards — 
were discussed at Wednesday's village 
Plan Commission meeting. 


On the receiving end of questions was 


Cesar Nepomuceno, design engineer for 
the 
Illinois Department of Trans- 


port tit ion. 


The problem, according to plan com- 


mission members, is that motorists mak- 
ing right turns off Higgins Head onto 
smaller streets are mistaking (lie shoul- 
der for right turn lanes, 


Since the curbing at the intersections 


curves back out to the right travel lane, 
the motorists, commissioners explain, 
are faced with three alternatives, none of 
which are particularly desirable. 


THE ALTERNATIVES ARE: —Either 


coming to an abrupt atop. 


—Swinging bock into the right travel 


lane and risking a collision, 


—Traveling over the curb. 
Higgins Road at Its intersections with 


Audubon St. was cited as a-prime ex- 
ample of the situation. There are numer- 
ous other similar intersections, the com- 
missioners added. 


Nepomuceno said the state is currently 


evaluating the situation. He conceded the 
design might present problems, mostly 
at minor intersections such as Audubon 
and Higgins. 


The purpose of the design, he ex- 


plained, is to "delineate the movement of 
traffic at the intersection," It is "one 
means of controlling the location of ve- 
hicles," he said. 


He said the curb marking and land- 


scaping still has to be finished at most of 
the intersections and that completion of 
the projects will better warn motorists of 
the approaching curb. 


HE FURTHER explained that all.the 


shoulders have "rumble strips" at the in- 
tersection approaches. Nepomuceno said 
the strips, which are corrugated cement, 
sounds a warning and should forewarn

The present 
9,20« enrollment is near the maximum 
capacity of the existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000.

This fund includes 
the proceeds of a $7.5 million bond issue 
approved by voters in a referendum The 
fund was slated for two phases of con- 
struction, the first of which is completed, 


Local revenue should be used 'for the 


project, according to Lahti, to avoid the 
delay of an application for state aid. He 
is optimistic the state will pay a portion 
of the cost later.

range, according to action token Tuesday 
by the village board on requests for vari- 
ances allowing larger signs.

Ruth Wicder, executive secretary of 


HELP, Inc., explained the organizations 
hove petitioned the village to grant a 
special use permit on the site so it can 
be used for the youth services bureau, 


Mrs, Wteder aalO the 2400 square foot 


building is ideally located for the bureau 
because it is In a business area and away 
from homes where Boise might bother 
residents. 


THE YOUTH SERVICES bureau pro- 


nosal is a joint project of the Wheeling 
Youth Commission, HELP, Inc., and the 
TORCH Mental Health Clinic. 


The proposal would be funded with a 


state grant from the Illinois Law En- 
forcement Commission (ILEC) as well 
as donations from the Village of Wheel- 
Ing, and the Village of Buffalo Grove. 


A decision is expected Jan. 26 from the 


state commission on whether the $120,000 
funding sought for the project will be 
granted. 


A subcommittee of the ILEC has al- 


ready recommended the proposal be fun- 
ded and local citizens Involved in the 
project ore optimistic (hey will receive 
funds, 


The groups have filed petitions with 


Wheeling seeking the special use permit 
for the property so the building will have 
proper zoning close to the time the ILEC 
makes its decision.

Mrs. Wieder said its 1500 a month rent

The building is owned by George Wil- 


son of Prospect Heights, she said. Most 
recently it was rented by a fastener com- 
pany, she said. 


The special use permit request for the 


property will be included on the Wheel-

Tree Burning Resumed At Forest Preserve 


Dead and diseased trees from the Chi- 


cago area arc once again being burned 
in a forest preserve east of Wheeling, but 
much of Ihe burning is now done in a 
device designed to curb pollution. 


The site had been closed in September 


by the Illinois Environmental Protection 
Agency because the open burning at the 
site did not meet new state requirements 
for air pollution. 


It was reopened Wednesday, and the 


county has notified 36 municipalities, 50 
private arborists, the City of Chicago, 
and the Chicago Park District that once 
agnin they could bring their dead and 
diseased trees to the site to be destroyed. 


In the 3ta months that the site was 


closed a new "air curtain destructor" 
was Installed tit trie site by the Cook 
County Forest Preserve District. 


THE DESTRUCTOR consists of a pit 


topped with a scries of blowers. The 
trees are burned in the pit and the blow- 
es seal the pit with n curtain of air which 
recycles the smoke into the fire and min- 
im tees pollution. 


There still will be some open burning 


at the site in addition to the destructor, 
until next summer. 


County officials had said that the de- 


structor could not handle all the diseased 
trees brought to the site and they asked 
state permission to burn excess trees in 
the open. 


The county said it needed until July l 


to determine how many additional de- 
structors or other devices will be needed 
to dispose adequately of the dead trees 
brought to the site from an over Cook 
County. 


The state Pollution Control Board last 


week agreed; to grant the variance to al- 
low the open burning until July 1. It put 
tight restrictions on the burning, how- 
ever, and required that the county make 
a decision by March 1 on how the excess 
trees will be handled. 


THE BOARD said that as many of the 


excess trees as possible should be open 
burned at the county's smaller Palos 
Hills burning site. 


Other restrictions include burning only 


when the wind is not likely to blow the 
smoke toward residential areas of Wheel- 
ing and Norjthbroox., 


The forest preserve district must pro- 


vide the state with monthly reports on 
the operations of the burning site and 
must keep the pollution control board in- 
' formed of their progress toward curbing 
pollution. 


Under the variance no fires may 'be 


started before 9 a.m. each Monday arid 
all fires, must be extinguished by 6 p.m.

Recommended By Lahti

by college president Robert Lahti yester- 
day to offset rising enrollment and cuts 
In state aid.

Plans for the First Illinois Drum and 


Bugle Corps to build an addition to the 
Wheeling Perk District fletdhouse have 
been delayed because of problems in get- 
ting donations of bricks or cement 
blocks. 


Robert Hoehn, A leader of the group, 


told the Wheeling Park Board tot week 
that although the corps has been prom- 
ised money by * number of local organi- 
zations, "Nobody's come through with a 
dime." 


Hoehn explained that the corps didn't 


want to start the addition (which will be 
owned by the perk district but used to 
store corps supplies) until it was sure of 
all the donations. 


He sold a dinner would be held and 


thai local organizations would be invited. 
Me said (he corps also has recently had 
to pay to have its horns "revamped" as 
well es paying instructors. 


Hoehn said that physical plans for the 


addition would be finalized so they could 
be shown to the park board soon. 


"We've got the kids, we've got the in- 


struments but we can't get the money," 
he told the park board. 


IIOEHN ALSO said that the corps is 


again planning competition involving na- 
tionally known drum end bugle corps 
July 2 to 8 in Wheeling. 


In other action park commissioners ap- 


proved spending s120 to buy tickets for a 
Feb. 13 Chicago Bulls basketball game to 
be sold to local residents. 


Board members also noted that a din- 


ner held for participants la the tackle 
football program cost the district $163. 


Commissioner Lorralnt Lark was criti- 


cal of spending district money on a din- 
ner. She said the park board had not ap- 
proved the expenditure and she com. 
merited that the district has had a part 
policy that "We're not in the business of 
giving banquets." 


Board members referred discussion of 


other costs of the tackle football program 
to the district's recreation committee. 


Olst. Supt. Ferd Arndt also told the 


board that area park districts are work- 
ing to develop a combined program of 
activities for physically handicapped 
children. 


Lahti called for construction of a 1,000 


square foot facility, to be completed next 
fall, at a meeting of the college trustees. 
The trustees were expected to vote on 
Lahti's recommendations at the meeting. 


The construction project is an emer- 


gency measure needed to meet a pro- 
jected IS per cent rise in enrollment next 
year according to Lahti. The present 
9,100 enrollment is near -the maximum 
capacity of the existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000. 


Harper's fight to 'keep up with en- 


roUment increases is an on-going battle 
that should not let up for .another decade, 
according to Lahti. He predicts the col- 
lege will run. out of construction funds 
before the campus is completed. "When 
that happens we may have to go back to 
the taxpayers for more. And hopefully 
we will get more money from the gov- 
ernment." 


IF THE COLLEGE cannot keep up 


with student demand, it will have to 
"quit enrolling people or stop developing 
programs," according to Lahti, He has 
called for establishment «f a "blue rib- 
bon 
1* citizens committee to help college 


officials set long range planning prior- 
ities and secure community support. 


The addition proposed tor construction 


this year will serve as an "interim class- 
room building" according to Lahti. He 
said the site and construction fund will 
have to be used to pay the H41,116.cost 
of the new building. 'This fund includes 
the proceeds of a $7.9 million bond issue 
approved by voters in a referendum* The 
fund was slated for two phases of con- 
struction, the first of which is completed. 


Local revenue should be used for the 


project, according to Lahti, to avoid the 
delay of an application for state aid. He 
is optimistic the state win pay a portion 
of the cost later. 


"It is a gamble, but no more than you 


would have with a temporary facility," 
Lahti said. He believes purchase of trail- 
er classrooms or a prefabricated steel 
structure would, in the long run, not be 
as advantageous as construction of a per- 
manent building. 


LAHTI PROPOSED building the 


ton, including three classrooms and two 
laboratories, next to the present power 
plant-security office, building/ The addi- 
tional space will enable the college to in- 
troduce a new career program in "air 
conditioning-refrigeration." Classrooms 
in the new building are slated for spe- 
cialized programs such as "ceramics."

'System9 To Picket Signs

A picket sign would probity? be too 


heavy for Patricia Vockeroth. 


But, no problem. Demonstrations just 


aren't her 8tyte. Tht pttite Mount Pros- 
pcct housewife Is more concerned about 
working through the system than march- 
ing in Northwest suburban street*. 


At 38, Mrs, Vockeroth is president of 


the Mount Prospect-Prospect Heights 
Human Relations Committee, and inde- 
pendent group of about 50 white families. 
In a soft but a firm voice she described 
her organization: 


"We are promoting equtality. We are 


people concerned about human rights 
and equal opportunity for all people re- 
gardless of age, race, religion and eco- 
nomics — especially economics. 


"THE GROUP is composed of young, 


old, single, married, and elderly people. 
We have a large diversity. Most of them 
are 
religious and active in their 


churches," 


For six years, Mrs, Vockeroth has 


lived with her husband and two children 
In a large well-furnished home at 403 E, 
Berkshire La Her husband is a sales en- 
gineer in Elk Grove Village and she Is a 
substitute teacher in Mount Prospect ele- 
mentary schools. 


Mrs. Vockeroth joined the human rela- 


tions committee in 1968 when Martin Lu- 
ther King was assassinated: "I have 
been concerned about human rights all 
rny life," said the housewife who grew 
up In a racially and economically mixed 
neighborhood In Chicago. "Where I lived 
probably shaped my attitudes. Nothing 


much happened in college — it was the 
passive ftfUes. We went'along with the 
tide. But when King was assassinated, I 
knew f had to do something actively." 


SHE DID AND was elected president 


of the committee when her predecessor 
moved from the area last year. Now, un- 
der her leadership, the six-year-old com- 
mittee has thrown its efforts into getting 
low and moderate-income housing in the 
village by submitting a proposal endors- 
ing such housing to the Mount Prospect 
village board. 


"We need such housing for any person 


who would be interested in living here. 
Imagine what it would be like to live 
here now, and then not be able to afford 
it any more I knew ,of two Spanish- 
Americans who had to move because the 
bouse they were living in en Elmhurst 
Road had been torn down and then they 
coudn't find housing In the town," she 
said. 


"I'm sure many people who work here 


want to live here," she continued. "I 
know there are people looking for it. 
We're not looking for high rises. We just 
want scattered sites " 


Mrs. Vockeroth defines low and moder- 


ate-income housing as that in which the 
rents are equal to 25 per cent of the ten- 
ants' income. However, she could not 
outline the Income ranges of prospective 
tenants 


"WE CAN SEE private builders build- 


ing that housing — with or without gov- 
ernment funds. It would be quality con- 
struction; no high-rise, but a smaller size 
of apartments," said Mrs. Vockeroth.

But as she admits, zoning Uws would 
have to be changed. 


Answering criticism that the com- 


mittee does not have statistics tojteck 19 
its cause, Mrs. Vockcroth said the organ- 
ization is wflUag to gather any data <m 
village official's request. Members feel a 
need has already been shown with data 
from surrounding suburbs. 


Besides, Mrs. Vockeroth feels informa- 


tion she obtained from the Cook County 
Depirtment of Public Aid, and passed on 
to village officials, supports here com- 
mittee's case. 


These figures, for August, show 62 


children in 16 Mount Prospect families 
were receiving aid to dependent children. 
Four persons were getting aid for the 
aged; seven for disability and sixteen 
medical assistance. 


"That shows we have some low and 


moderate-income families in this town," 
said Mrs. Vockeroth. "The need is here 
and it is here right now. Abo there are 
teachers with beginning salaries who 
can't afford to live here. And village per- 
sonnel ~"Ji families who are making un- 
der 110,000, 


IN THE PAST the committee has been 


instrumental in getting the village to 
pass an open housing ordinance in 1969 
and finding housing for minorities in the 
village. The group has also held forums 
on drug problems and the grape boycott 
which spread from California across the 
country. 


In the future, Mrs Vockeroth said the 


group win concentrate on housing in the 
village. Working with village officials, 
she feels they are in favor of the com- 
mittee's efforts and win support a resolu- 
tion .encouraging such housing. 


If not? "We haven't made any plans 


about that," said Mrs 
Vockeroth. 


"We're optimistics. The need is obvious 
and apparent, and we assume officials 
wifl support us.

THE YOUTH SERVICES bureau pro- 


posal is a joint project of the Wheeling

ald that the school district "got the green 
light" from the Illinois School Building 
Commission (ISBC) to prepare the plans 
and send them to the state fire marshal 
for review. 


The ISBC will loan Dist. 96 the money ' 


for construction of the school to be lo- 
.cated in the Lake County section of Lev- 
itt and Sons, Inc.s' Strathmore subdivi- 
sion. 


According to Hitzeman, work on the 


plans for the school. for kindergarten 
through eighth grade classes is on sched- 
ule. 


He expects construction to begin in 


May with a target date for occupancy in 
September, 1973. 


The school will be the third one in Dist. 


96 and the second in Buffalo Grove. The 
other district schools are Kildeer School 
in Long Grove and Willow Grove School 
in Buffalo Grove. 


IN SEPTEMBER, district residents 


approved the sate of $835,000 in bonds 
and an annual rent levy of $133,000. The 
bond money will go for land acquisition 
and the rent levy, which was later re- 
duced to $100,000 a year, will be used to 
repay the interest-free loan from the 
ISBC to build the school over the next 16 
years. 


In addition to the site in Buffalo Grove,

Fieldhouse 
Addition 
Is Delayed 


Plans for the First Illinois Drum and 


Bugle Corps to build an addition to the 
Wheeling Park District fieldhouse have 
been delayed because of problems in get- 
ting donations of bricks or cement 
blocks, 


Robert Hoehn, a leader of the group, 


told the Wheeling Park Board last week 
ttiat although the corps has been prom- 
ised mon^y by a number of local organi- 
zations, "Nobody's come through with a 
dime." 


tioehn explained that the corps didn't 


want to start the addition (which will be 
owned by the park district but used to 
store corps supplies) until It was sure of 
nil the donation;). 


He said a dinner would be held and 


that local organizations would be invited. 
He said the corps also has recently had 
to pay to have Its horns "revamped" as 
well as paying Instructors, 


Hoehn said that physical plans for the 


addition would be finalized so they could 
be shown to the park board soon. 


"We've got the kids, we've got the in- 


struments but we can't get the money," 
he told the park board. 


HOEHN ALSO said that the corps is 


again planning competition involving na- 
tionally known drum and bugle corps 
.July 2 to 8 in Wheeling. 


fn other action park commissioners ap- 


proved spending $120 to buy tickets for a 
Feb. 13 Chicago Bulls basketball game to 
be sold to local residents. 


Heard members also noted that a din- 


ner held for participants In the tackle 
football program cost the district S.1 S3. 


Commissioner Lorraine Lark was criti- 


cal of spending district money on a din- 
ner. She sold the park board had not ap- 
proved the expenditure and she com- 
mented that the district has bad a past 
policy that "We're not in the business of 
giving banquets." 


Board members referred discussion of 


other costs of the tackle football program 
to the district's recreation committee. 


Dtst. Supt, Ferd Amdt also told the 


board that area park districts are work- 
Ing to develop a'combined program of 
activities for physically handicapped 
children. 


Lahti called for construction of * 6,000 


square foot facility, to be completed next 
fall, at a meeting of the college trustees.' 
The trustees were expected to vote on 
Lahli's recommendations at the meeting. 


The construction project is an emer- 


gency measure needed to meet a pro- 
jected 15 per cent rise in enrollment next 
year according to Lahti. The present 
9,200 enrollment is near the maximum 
capacity of the existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000, 


Harper's fight to keep up .with en- 


rollment increases is an on-going battle 
that should hot let up for another .decade, 
according to Lahti. He predicts the coir 
lege will run out of construction funds 
before the campus is completed. "When 
that happens we may have 'to go back to. 
the taxpayers for more, -And hopefully 
we will get more money from the gov- 
ernment." 


IP THE COLLEGE cannot keep up 


with student demand, it 'will- have In 
"quit enrolling people or stop developing 
programs," according to Lahti He has 
called for establishment of a "blue rib- 
bon" citizens committee to help college 
officials set long range planning prior* 
ities and secure community support, 


The addition proposed for construction 


this year will serve as an "interim class- 
room building" according to Lahti, He 
said the site and construction fund will 
have to be used to pay the $141,116 cost 
of the new building. This fund includes 
the proceeds of a $7.5 million.bond issue 
approved by voters in a referendum The 
fund was slated for two phases of con- 
struction, the first of which is completed. 


Local revenue should be used for the 


project, according to Lahti, to avoid the 
delay of an application for state aid, He 
is optimistic the state will pay a portion 
of the cost later. 


"It is a gamble, but no more than you 


would have with a temporary facility," 
Lahti said. He believes purchase of trail- 
er classrooms or a prefabricated steel 
structure would, in the long run, not be 
as advantageous as construction of a per- 
manent building. 


LAHTI PROPOSED building the addi- 


ton, including three classrooms and two 
laboratories, next to the present power 
plant-security office building. The addi- 
tional space will enable the college to in- 
troduce a new career program in "air 
conditioning-refrigeration." 
Classrooms 


in the new building are slated for spe- 
cialized programs such as "ceramics." 


The new building was originally includ- 


ed in phase three of the Harper construc- 
tion plan as a grounds maintenance facil- 
ity, According to Lahti, the building can 
be converted for this purpose at a later 
date. Maintenance eojuipment to ,now 
stored in the fieldhouse which college of- 
ficials eventually plan to tear down.

45 Lose Jobs At Steinberg-Baum Store 


~More than 45 Northwest suburban resi- 


dents have lost their jobs at the Stein- 
berg-Baum department store in Rolling 
Meadows due to the firm's bankruptcy. 


The Rolling Meadows store, 3225 Kir- 


chofl Rd., which Was one of the city's 
largest retail employers, Is presently dor- 
mant and the outlook for another dis- 
count retailer moving here seems dim, 
according to Gerald P. Grace, a Stein- 
berg-Baum official and trustee in the 
bankruptcy case. 


"The Rolling Meadows store,, was non- 


profitable," Grace said yesterday. He 
said only two of Steinberg-Baum's 12 
stores are sot presently in operation by 
the new owners, Marks Chicago Corp. of 
New York. Besides the Rolling Meadows 


facility, the Harvey Steinberg store also 
is not in operation. 


"That store (Rolling Meadows) waa a 


losing proposition," Grace said. "They 
(Marks Corp.) won't open up there." 


THE MARKS Chicago Corp. purchased 


all 12 Steinberg-Baura discount stores 
this month for $729,000, Marks purchased 


(the stores after a federal bankruptcy suit 
- was halted because all bids for the stores 


were declared too'low by a federal bank- 
ruptcy referee. 


The inventory of the stores had, a retail 


value of $1.7 million, according to re- 
ports. The sale was approved because 
Marks was the sole chain store which 
made a bid on the stores. 


The purchase price of the stores will 


probably leave little to the Steinberg- 
Baum creditors. It is estimated there are 
2,000 of them. It has been reported there 
are from $1 to $5 million in claims 
against the firm. The federal govern- 
ment has a claim ot $1.7 million in back 
.taxes and the State of Illinois is seeking 
nearly £2 million in delinquent sales 
taxes. 


The Cosmopolitan National Bank of 


Chicago also has a claim of $2 million 
against the company. 


The financial problems of Steinberg- 


Baum were disclosed last spring when 
Frank Baum, and Louis Steinberg were 
charged with embezzling $6.3 mMon 
from the Cosmopolitan bank.

Harper Board Approves New Building 


by BETSY BROOKER 


Addition of another building to the 


Harper College campus in Palatine .was 
approved by the college board of trustees 
yesterday to offset rising enrollment and 
cuts In state aid. 


The trustees' decision followed the 


recommendation from College President 
Robert Lahti for construction of a 6,000- 
square-foot facility to be completed next 
fall. 


The construction project is an emer- 


gency measure needed to meet a pro- 
jected 15 per cent rise in enrollment next 
year according to LahU, The present 
9,200 enrollment is near the maximum 
capacity of the existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000. 


Harper's fight to keep up with en- 


rollment increases is an on-going battle 
that should not let up for another decade, 
according to Lshti. He predicts the col- 
lege will run out of construction funds 
before the campus is. completed, "When 
that happens we may have to go back to 


the taxpayers for more. And hopefully 
we will get more money from the gov- 
ernment." 


IF THE COLLEGE cannot keep up 


with student demand, it will have lo 
"quit enrolling people or stop developing 
programs," according to Lahti. He has 
called for establishment of a "blue rib- 
bon" citizens committee to help college 
officials set long range planning prior- 
ities and secure community support. 


The addition proposed for construction 


ftis year will serve as an "interim class- 
room building" according to Lahti. He 
said the site and construction fund will 
have to be used to pay the $141,116 cost 
of the new building. This fund 'includes 
the~proceeds of a ¥7.5 million bond issue 
approved by voters in a referendum The 
fund was slated for two phases of con- 
struction, the first of which is completed. 


Local revenue should be used for the 


project, according to Lahti, to avoid the 
delay'of an application for state aid. 'He 
is optimistic the state will pay a portion 


of the cost later. 


"It is a gamble, but no more than you 


would have with a temporary facility," 
Lahti said. He believes purchase of trail- 
er classrooms or a prefabricated steel 
structure would, in the long run, not be 
as advantageous as construction of a per- 
manent building. 


LAHTI PROPOSED building the addi- 


ton, including three classrooms and two 
laboratories, next to the present power 
plant-security office building. The addi- 
tional space will enable the college to in- 
troduce a new career program in "air 
conditioning-refrigeration." Classrooms 
in the new building are slated for spe- 
cialized programs such as "ceramics." 


The new building was originally includ- 


ed in phase three of the Harper construc- 
tion plan as a grounds maintenance facil- 
ity. According to Lahti, the building can 
be converted for this purpose at ar later 
date. Maintenance equipment is now 
stored in'the fieldhouse which college of- 
ficials eventually plan to tear down. 


HARPER'S SPACE problem will not 


end with construction of the new build- 
ing, according to Labri. It will serve as a 
stopgap for only one year. In the fall of 
1373 the college will need additional 
classrooms, 


The first portion of phase two in the 


college's construction plan, including mu- 
sic and science facilities, is scheduled to 
be completed by fall, 1974, These facil- 
ities were approved by the state last 
year, but construction cannot begin until 
the Illinois Board of Higher Education 
task force gives a go ahead. 


"We would like to break ground for the 


addition and the music and science facil- 
ities in the spring," said Lahti, "The two 
projects should give us two years hold- 
out time," 


To keep up with rising enrollment, 


Harper will need to complete the second 
portion of phase two of the construction 
plan, vocational and physical education 
facilities, soon after the music- and sci- 
ence faculties open.

Satellite Hot 
Lunch Plan 
h Extended 


Extension of the satellite hot lunch pro- 


gram during the 1&72-73 school year has 
been approved by the Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dist. 15 Board of Education. 


How many and what suhools the hot 


lunch program will be extended to has 
not been determined yet. 


The satellite hot lunch program, which 


started this year, is currently being of- 
fered at Jonas Salk, Central Road and 
Carl Sandburg schools in Rolling Mead- 
ows and Virginia Lake and Winston Park 
schools in Palatine. The lunches are pre- 
pared m the cafeteria of Sandburg and 
Winston Park schools in the form of a 
hot and cold pack and then shipped to 
the other schools. 


When the program started, approxi- 


mately 1,500 lunches were prepared each 
day by 12 cafeteria workers in the two 
kitchens. Of these 600 of the lunches 
were shipped to the elementary schools 
where there is equipment to heat the hot 
packs before they are served. The pro- 
gram has since expanded. 


THE IDEA OT THE program is to ot- 


ter a hot lunch program at reasonable 
cost to students unable to go home dur- 
ing the noon hour. Centralizing the kitch- 
en operations reduces the district's over- 
head since It does not have to staff kitch- 
ens in all schools. 


When Palatine Hills Junior Hyh 


School opens in 1973, its kitchen will be 
large enough to serve as a central kitch- 
en lor the entire school district. 


In a three-month report of the satellite 


program, the boatd learned the average 
profit per lunch at Sandburg and Winston 
Park schools is .033 cents. This compares 
to an average loss of .046 cents per lunch 
at Plum Grove School which has the 
traditional hot lunch program. 


The current number of hot lunches pro- 


duced per employe hour at Sandburg is 
12.61 and at Winston Park, 10.61. Otto 
Eilering a board member and chairman 
of the hot lunch committee, said at 
Wednesday night's board meeting the 
discrepancy in production was because 
there is a conveyor belt at Sandburg and 
none at Winston Park. The Winston Park 
cafeteria is not large enough to accom- 
modate a conveyor belt. 


At Hum Grove School 9.7 hot lunches 


are produced per employe hour. 


The satellite programs are proving 


successful and are generally wen re- 
ceived by students, parents and princi- 
pals, said EUering, 


IN ADDITION to approving extension 


of the program, the board authorized the 
bidding of a delivery truck for the satel- 
lite program. 


Eilering explained the delivery truck is 


needed because the general delivery 
track has been doubling as a lunch truck 
during the past four months. He said the 
extra use had greatly curtailed the effec- 
tiveness of general distribution of educa- 
tional materials and supplies, 


The board also authorized the bidding

Need 'Surplus Declaration?

Schools can be notoriously boring. 
Ask the second-grader who reads "Th« 


Iliad" in his spare time and has to sit 
through "The Further Adventures ot 
Otcte, Jane and Saliy" for an hour each 
(lay in class. 


Or the sixth grader who still has 


trouble with multiplication while his 
classmates are going on to fractions. 


Not to mention the high school soph- 


omore who spends hour after useless 
hour or study hall time to memorize ta- 
bles of chemical elements and corn* 
pounds (hat he knows he'll neither re- 
member nor ever use after "the Test." 


It's not surprising that all eight-year- 


olds are not at the same level of learning 
Educators, have known that for as long 
as there's been more than one eight 
year>old around to lest. Any teacher will 
tell you that it applies not only to eight- 
year-olds but to any other age group as 
well. And even the eight-year-olds Ihem- 
s e l v e s will acknowledge — some 
reluctantly, some bragglngly — that 
some of them just happen to be brighter 
than ethers in certain areas of study. 


UNFORTUNATELY, most schools do 


not seem to recognize this concept, And 
what Is harmed by schools divided solely 
by grades are the students themselves. 


One who is particularly proficient in 


reading Is held up by slower classmates, 
One who has difficulty In math is left far 
behind, or. equally as badr wastes the 
time or other students while the material 
is ^explained to him. 


The only grade school In Falatine so 


fur to take the factor of Intelligence, 
rather than pure age, Into account Is St. 
Thotnas of Villanova. 


And, in fact, St. Thomas goes well be- 


yond disintegrating class-age ties. There 
are no grades given at St. Thomas, and 
hence, less competition and no failures. 
Thore are no rigid rules tike everyone 
having to go the the bathroom at the 
same time, because, after all, not every- 
one lias to. 


ST. THOMAS IS not exactly throwing 


the place up for grabs, though. 


Doing away with unnecessary stan- 


dards and rules b only window-dressing. 
What St. Thomas Is doing that differ- 
entiates It from other elementary schools 
in this area is that it places an emphasis 
on learning rather than on teaching. 


Students are not placed hi chairs and 


made the targets (victims?) of teachers' 


lectures and demonstrations. Rather they 
are given basic information and the rest 
is pretty much up to them. 


If they choose to learn about bugs for a 


science project by writing a report with 
the use of encyclopedias or books in the 
learning center ,they can do so. If they 
prefer to capture their own specimens 
and give a speech on the bugs' eating 
habits and self-defense techniques, that's 
okay too. And if they'd rather spend 
their time for the science project inter- 
viewing an authority on reptiles or draw- 
ing pictures of dinosaurs or taking a trip 
to the zoo and reporting on that, so 
much the better. 


LEARNING NEED not be a "you're in 


fifth grade so you have to study Ameri- 
can liistory and this is how you're going 
to do it" process. 


Bather, at St, Thomas, students are en- 


couraged to learn on their own, to come 
up with their own projects rather than 
having to complete a certain assignment. 


"Write an essay of 500 words on what 


it's like to be blind." What nonsense. 
Why not blindfold half the class and have 
the other youngsters lead them around 
the school, to stumble and feel their way 
around as a blind person would? 


That's what was done at St, Thomas 


recently, and afterwards, every 1-id in 
that class could tell you about the con- 
cepts of dependency on other senses \nd 
other people. 


"We try to involve the kid in learn- 


ing," says Sister Patricia Ann, principal 
o£ the school, "That's the whole point of 
it." 


"IT" IS INDIVIDUALLY Guided Edu- 


cation (IGE), a "revolutionary" concept 
which is more concerned with learning 
than with teaching. 


IGE is not an experiment, It is new at 


St. Thomas this semester, but has been 
developed over six years of research and 
is now used at some 600 schools across 
the country, public and parochial alike. 


The IGE system is flexible, encour- 


aging students to think, to discover infor- 
mation and concepts on their own. They 
learn the basic skills and knowledge nec- 
essary to survive in this world, to be 
sure, and are working at all times under 
the watchful eye of a fully accredited 
teacher or teacher's aide. 


But they are not, like so many students 


in other educational systems, turned out 
on an assembly line like robots with pro- 
grammed facts cluttering up their 
minds.

Nike Site Sought As Park 


by CINDY TEW 


Mayors and park district officials from 


the Northwest suburbs will meet with 
Sen Charles Percy in bis Chicago office 
today to discuss the value of the Arling- 
ton Heights Nike Site as a regional park. 


Before the land can be transferred to 


any state or local government for recrea- 
tion purposes, it must be declared "sur- 
plus to military requirements," At the 
present tune about 90 men with the 45th 
Brigade's tactical unit are stationed at 
the base. 


"We hope Sen. Percy will take tbe in- 


formation we are giving him to Washing- 
ton and put it in tbe right hands so steps 
are taken to have this land designated as 
surplus," said Thomas Thornton, super- 
intendent of parks and recreation. 


The idea behind the request is to turn 


the 137-acre site into a park serving Pal- 
atine, Wheeling, Schaamburg and Elk 
Grove townships. Included in possible 
uses are a golf course, recreation ?reas 
for picnicking and hitting and a storm 
retention basin for boating and fishing, 


REPRESENTATIVES expected at the 


meeting are Mayors Jack Walsh, of Ar- 
lington Heights, Charles Zettek, of Elk 
Grove Village, Roland Meyer of Boiling 
Meadows, Robert Atcher, of Schaum- 
burg, and Robert Teichert, of Mount 
Prospect, 


Representing the Arlington Heights 


Park District will be Robert Stenril, 
board member, Boy Bresster, former 
board member and Charles Bobmette, 
park district attorney. Fred Hall, super- 
intendent of parks and recreation in Pair 
atine, William Billings, president at the 
Rolling Meadows Park District, and 
Jack Claes, superintendent of parks and 
recreation in Elk Grove Village, will also 
attend. 


Tbe presentation will include an U- 


page booklet describing all aspects of the 
Nike Site in relation to possible acquisi- 
tion of the site, Besides describing the 
need, community ben* fit and Nike site 
history, the booklet includes the proce- 
dures which must be taken to turn it 
over to the local government. 


"Open space in this area does not ade- 


quately satisfy the recreational needs 
the present population, and will became 
even less adequate as the population of 
the area grows," the booklet says. At tbe 
present time communities in the four- 
township area have a range of ,9 acres of 
park land per 1,000 people in Prospect 
Heights to 9.2 acres of park land per 
1,00ft people in Palatine. The national 
minimum standard is 10 acres per 1,000 
people, according to tbe booklet. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


has been trying to acquire the Nike Site 


Board Approves Connection 
Of 18 School Fire Alarms 


for several years. Last year the district 
set up 41-member Nike blue ribbon com- 
mittee to look into possibilities of acquir- 
ing the property lor the district. 


In November 1971, Richard Cowen, an 


Arlington Heights lawyer, was appointed 
chairman of the committee. Cowen set 
up the meeting with Percy, and feels 
there is a better chance to obtain the 
property as a regional rather than a one- 
district park. 


"I HAVEN'T pursued the matter far 


enough to know if the Nike Base acquisi- 
tion is possible, but I think going through 
the federal government is the first step," 
Cowen said, 
> 


Recently the Army has taken steps to 


reduce the troop strength at the site by 
transferring about half of the IBS men 
formerly based here to Fort Sheridan. 


Five buildings at the Arlington Heights 


base have been evacuated and some ser- 
vices facilities such as barber shops and 
laundries have been relocated. However, 
additional Army reserve and national 
guard units win be housed at the Nike 
site. 


The 4Kb Brigade's tactical units are 


remaining there, including all of the ra- 
dar operators and a large signal detach- 
ment 


An Army spokesman said the 45th Bri- 


gade will continue to provide air defense 
for the Chicago-Gary area and will con- 
trol four Chicago missile firing batteries. 


There have been cut-backs at the Nike 


site because the missile is no longer ef- 
fective against long range ballistic air 
strikes. The Nike missile is now a last 
barrier of defense against penetrating 
rockets. 
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Connection of 18 school fire alarm sys- 


tems to the local fire departments was 
approved Wednesday night by tbe Pala- 
tine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 Board of 
Education. 


The initial cost of tbe connection will be 


an estimated $5,400, Maintenance cost is 
estimated at $2,500 per year. 


The decision is a result of Cook County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwicfc's Octo- 
ber announcement that he would be 
forced to close four schools in the district 
it they did not comply with ttw Life Safe- 
ty Code relating to monitored fire alarm 
systems. 


Martwiek cited Kimball Hill School in 


Rolling Meadows, Stuart Paddock, Joel 
Wood, and Gray M. Saiiborn schools in 
Palatine. 


The threat was the result of a new in- 


terpretation of the Life Safety Code by 
the county requiring a totally monitored 
system. A totally monitored fire alarm 
system would have a visual and audio 
signal to indicate the system was not 
working because of a power failure or be 
hooked into the fire department or an 
approved central station service, 


Although cited by Martwiek, Dist. 15 


officials found Joel Wood School was in 
compliance with the new interpretation 
because its fire alarm'system is tied 
Into tbe Palatine Police Department. 


DIST. 15 OFFICIALS, in meetings with 


representatives from Martwiek's office, 
also- learned none of the other IS schools 
in the district were in compliance with 
the new interpretation of the lite safety 
code. 


While the board will comply with the 


new interpretation, it will not be able to 
meet the Jan. 15 deadline set by the Of- 
fice of Educational Service Region of 
Cook County. 


Financing the connection of the schools 


to the local fire stations is the major ob- 
stacle at this time. Once financing has 
been arranged and plans are drawn up 
and approved by the Cook County office, 
It will take about three months to imple- 
ment them. 


A second part of the resolution approv- 


ing the connection, was for the board to 
inform the Cook County office that mon- 
ey for these projects is not available 
from the board's building fund and for 
the board to formally petition the county 
office to approve cost estimates, com- 
plete with an adequate contingency 
amount, and add the approved amount to 
the life safety code levy. 


THIS PETITION and notice of intent to 


comply with the life safety code will be 
filed vrlth the county office before the 
Jan. IS deadline. 


The alternate to compliance with the 


new interpretation of the life safety code 
was rejected by the board because of 
cost, and because the board did not feel 
it would be as good. The alternate was to 
attach an audio and visual signal to the 
present fire alarms to indicate a power 
failure 


Installation of this type of system 


would have cost *475 per school for a 
total of $8,550 but it -would not have re- 
quired maintenance expenses in future 
years.

45 Lose Jobs At Steinberg-Baum Store 


More than 45 Northwest suburban resi- 


dents have lost their jobs at the Stein- 
berg-Baum department store in Rolling 
Meadows due to the firm's bankruptcy. 


The Rolling Meadows store, 3225 Kir- 


choff Hd., which was rate of the city's 
largest retail employers, is presently dor- 
mant and the outlook for another dis- 
count retailer moving here seems dim, 
according to Gerald P. Grace, a Stein- 
berg-Baum official and trustee in the 
bankruptcy ease. 


"The Boiling Meadows'store was non- 


profitable," Grace said yesterday. He 
said only two of Steinberg-Baum's 12 
stores are not presently in operation by 
the new owners, Marks Chicago Corp, of 
New York. Besides the Rolling Meadows 


facility, the Harvey Steinberg store also 
is not in operation. 


"That store (Rolling Meadows) was a 


losing proposition," Grace said. "They 
(Marks'Corp.) won't open up there." 


THE MARKS Chicago Corp, purchased 


all 12 Steinberg-Baum discount stores 
this month for $725,000. Marks purchased 
the stores after a federal bankruptcy suit 
was halted because all bids for the stores 
were declared too low by a federal bank- 
ruptcy referee. 


The inventory of the stores had a retail 


value of $1.7 million, according to re- 
ports. The sale was approved because 
Marks was the sole chain store which 
made a bid on the stores. 


The purchase price of the stores will 


probably leave little to the Steinberg- 
Baum creditors. It is estimated there are 
2,000 of them. It has been reported there 
are from $3 to $5 million in claims 
against the firm. The federal govern- 
ment has a claim of $1.7 million in back 
taxes and the State of Illinois is seeking 
nearly f2 million in delinquent sales 
taxes. 


The Cosmopolitan National Bank of 


Chicago also has a claim of $2 million 
against the company. 


The financial problems of Steinberg- 


Baum were disclosed last spring when 
Frank Baum and Louis Steinberg were 
charged with embezzling $S.8 million 
from the Cosmopolitan bank. 


A young Sehaumburg mother, the prin-" 


clpttl organizer of a local fund drive to 
aid the adoptive parents of 214-year-old 
Amy Huebert, has lodged a complaint 
with village police contending she is re- 
ceiving threatening phone calls.

Addition of another building to the 


Harper College campus in Palatme was 
approved by the college board of trustees 
yesterday to offset rising enrollment and 
cuts in skate aid.

The construction project is an emer- 


gency measure needed to meet a pro- 
jected 15 per cent rise in enrollment next 
year according to Lahti, The present 
0,200 enrollment is near the maximum 
capacity of the existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000.

that should not let up for another decade, 
according to Lahti. He predicts the col- 
lege will run out of construction funds 
before the campus is completed, "When 


that happens we may have to go back to 
the taxpayers for more. And hopefully 
we will get more money from the gov- 
ernment." 


IF THE COLLEGE cannot keep up 


with student demand, it will have to 
"quit enrolling people or stop developing 
programs," according to Lahti He has 
called for establishment of a "blue rib- 
bon" citizens committee to help college 
officials set long range planning prior- 
ities and secure community support. 


The addition proposed for construction 


'Jiis year will serve as an "interim clasi 
room building" according to Lahti. He 
said the site and construction fund will 
have to be used to pay the $141,116 cost 
of the new building. This fund includes 
the proceeds ot a $7,5 million bond issue 
approved by voters in a referendum The 
fund was slated for two phases of con- 
struction, the first of which is completed. 
' Local revenue should be used for the 
project, according to Lahti, to avoid the 
delay of an application for state aid. Be 


is optimistic the state will pay a portion 
of the cost later. 


"It is a gamble, but no more than you 


would have with a temporary facility." 
Lahti said. He believes purchase of trail- 
er classrooms or a prefabricated steel 
structure would, in the long run, not be 
as advantageous as construction of a per- 
manent building. 


LAHTI PROPOSED buikjtng the addi- 


ton, including three classrooms and two 
laboratories, next to the present power 
plant-security office building. The addi- 
tional space will enable the college to in- 
troduce a new career program hi "air 
conditioning-refrigeration." 
Classrooms 


in the new building are slated for spe- 
cialized programs such as "ceramics."i 


The new building was originally includ- 


ed in phase three of the Harper construc- 
tion plan as a grounds maintenance facil- 
ity. According to Lahti, the building can 
be converted for this purpose at a later 
date. Maintenance equipment is now 
stored in the fieldhouse iriiich college of- 


ficials eventually plan to tear down. 


HARPER'S SPACE problem will not 


end with construction of the new build- 
ing, according to Lahti. It will serve as a 
stopgap for only one year. In the fall of 
1973 the college will need additional 
classrooms. 


The first portion of phase two in the 


college's construction plan, including mu- 
sic and science facilities, is scheduled to 
be completed by fall, 1974, These facil- 
ities were approved by the state last 
year, but construction cannot begin until 
the Illinois Board of Higher Education 
task force gives a go ahead, 


"We would like to break ground for the 


addition and the music and science facil- 
ities in the spring," said Lahti. "The two 
projects should give us two years bald- 
out time." 


To keep up with rising enrollment, 


Harper will need to complete the second 
portion of phase two of the construction 
plan, vocational and physical education 
faculties, soon after the music and sci- 
ence facilities open. 


Satellite Hot 
Lunch Plan 
Is Extended 


Extension of the satellite bat lunch pro- 


gram during the WJ2-73 school year has 
been approved by the Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dist. 15 Board oE Education. 


How many and what schools the hot 


lunch program will be extended to has 
not been determined yet. 


The satellite hot lunch program, which 


started this year, is currently being of- 
fered at Jonas Salk, Central Road and 
Carl Sandburg schools in Rolling Mead- 
ows ami Virginia'Lake and Winston Park 
schools in Palatine. The lunches are pre- 
pared in the cafeteria of Sandburg and 
Winston Park schools in the form of a 
hot and cold pack and then shipped to 
the other schools. 


When the program started, approxi- 


mately 1,300 lunches were prepared each 
day by 12 cafeteria workers in the two 
kitchens. Of these 600 of the lunches 
were shipped to the elementary schools 
where'there is equipment io heat the hot 
packs before they are served. The pro- 
gram has since expanded. 


THE IDEA OP THE program is to of- 


fer a hot lunch program at reasonable 
cost to students unable to go home dur- 
ing the noon hour. Centralizing the kitch- 
en operations reduces the district's over- 
head since it does not have to staff kitch- 
ens in all schools. 


When Palatine Hills Junior High 


School opens in 1973, its kitchen will be 
large enough to serve as a central kitch- 
en for the entire school district 


In a three-month report of the satellite 


program, the board learned the average 
profit per lunch at Sandburg and Winston 
Park schools is .033 cents. This compares 
to an average loss of .045 cents per lunch 
at Plum Grove School which has the 
traditional hot lunch program. 


The current number of hot lunches pro- 


duced per employe hour at Sandburg is 
12,erand at Winston Park, 10.61. Otto 
Eilering a board member and chairman 
of the hot lunch committee, said at 
Wednesday night's board meeting the 
discrepancy in production was because 
there is a conveyor belt at Sandburg and 
none at Winston Park. The Winston Park 
cafeteria is not large enough to accom- 
modate a conveyor belt. 


At Plum Grove School 9,7 hot lunches 


are produced per employe hour. 


The .satellite programs are proving 


successful and are generally weU re- 
ceived by students, parents and princi- 
pals, said Eilering. 


IN ADDITION to approving extension 


of the program, the board authorized the 
bidding of a delivery truck for the satel- 
lite program. 
/• 


Eilering explained the delivery truck is 


needed because the general delivery 
truck has been doubling as a lunch truck 
during the past four months. Be said the 
extra use had greatly curtailed the effec- 
tiveness of general distribution of educa- 
tional materials and supplies. 


The board also authorized the bidding 


on cafetsria equipment for Palatine Hills 
Junior High.

On the other side are people who mar- 


vel at the school and think it is the best 
thing that ever happened to education. 


To get an idea of how people feel who 


work and learn at Rolling Meadows High 
School o survey was conducted of stu- 
dents and teachers. 


Noise was the number one problem 


mentioned by students and teachers, al- 
though It would appear students have ad- 
Justed to the noise more than the teach- 
ers 


"Sometimes the classes are noisy but 


it isn't too bad if the teacher is able to 
control her class," said Ann Mulcahy, a 
sophomore. 


"It's hardly ever noisy enough to both- 


er me," said Kim Haeger, a freshman. 
"I like it because it is not as much like a 
school as other places and Is more free," 
he welded. 


"THERE IS A lot more noise and it 


bothered me at first but 1 got used to It," 
said Dun Golden, a sophomore. "There is 
always some ptace quiet you can go if 
you wont to study," 


"The noise factor is forcing me to 


make drastic change In may teaching 
method;1 said Ray TMbwtiati, a math 
teacher. He added he didn't always feet 
forced change was good. 


"the school Is supposed to be more 


flexible, but in reality, because of the 
noise level, it Is really inflexible and not 
conducive to experimentation," said 
Womlclt Schwartz, assistant division 
head of English and the arts. He said 
one duy the noise got so bad In his class- 
room the class asked If it could move to 
another room. "We were lucky we could 
do It thts year but next year we won't 
have the option," he said.

113 No. Cook 


Barrington , 


Nike Site Sought As Park 


by CINDY TEW 


Mayors and ptrk district officials from 


the Northwest suburbs will meet with 
Sen Charles Percy in his Chicago office 
today to discuss the value of UK Arling- 
ton Heights Nike Site as a regional park, 


Before the land can be transferred to 


any state or local government for recrea- 
tion purposes, it must be declared "sur- 
plus to military requirements." At the 
present time about 90 men with the 45th 
Brigade's tactical unit are stationed at 
the base. 


"We hope Sen. Percy wiH take the in- 


formation we are giving him to Washing- 
ton and put it in the right hands so steps 
are taken to have this land designated as 
surplus," said Thomas Thornton, super- 
intendent of parks and recreation. 


The idea behind the request is to turn 


the 137-acre site into a park serving Pal- 
atine, Wheeling, Schaumburg and Elk 
Grove townships. Included in possible 
uses are a golf course, recreation areas 
for picnicking and hiking and a storm 
retention basin for boating and fishing. 


REPRESENTATIVES expected at the 


meeting are Mayors Jack Walsh, of Ar- 
lington Heights, Charles Zettek, of Elk 
Grove Village, Roland Meyer of Rolling 
Meadows, Robert Atoher, of Schaum- 
burg, and Robert Teichert, oi Mount 
Prospect. 


Representing the Arlington Heights 


Park District win be Robert Stenril, 
board member, Roy Bresster, former 
board member and Charles Bohinette, 
park district attorney. Fred HaH, super- 
intendent of parks and recreation in Pat 
ahne, William Billings, president of the 
Rolling Meadows Park District, and 
Jack Claes, superintendent of parks and 
recreation in Elk Grove Village, wiH also 
attend. 


The presentation will include an 11- 


page booklet describing aD aspects of the 
Nike Site in relation to possible acquisi- 
tion of the site. Besides describing the 
need, community benefit and Nike site 
history, the booklet includes tiie proce- 
dures which must be taken 1,9 turn it 
over to the local government. 


"Open space in tins area does, not ade- 


quately satisfy the recreational needs 
the present population, and wifl become 
even less adequate as the population of 
the area grows," the booklet says. At the 
present time communities in the four* 
township area have a range of .9 acres of 
park land per 1,000 people in Prospect 
Heights to 92 acres of park land per 
1,000 people in Palatine. The national 
minimum standard is 10 acres per 1,000 
people, according to the booklet. 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


has been trying to acquire the Nike Site 


Board Approves Connection

for several years. Last year the district 
set up 41-nwmber Hike blue ribbon com- 
mittee to took into possibilities of acquir- 
ing the property for the district 


In November MM, Kiehard Owen, an 


Arlington Heights lawyer, was appointed 
chairman of the committee. Cowen set 
up the meeting with Percy, and feels 
there is a better chance to obtain the 
property as a regional rather than a one- 
district park. 


"I HAVEN'T pursued the matter far 


enough to know if the Nike Base acquisi- 
tion is possible, but I think going through 
the federal government is the tost step," 
Cowen said. 


Recently the Army has taken steps to 


reduce the troop strength at the site by 
transferring about half of the 185 men 
formerly based here to Fort Sheridan, 


Five buildings at the Arlington Heights 


base have been evacuated and some ser- 
vices facilities such as barber shops ana 
laundries have been relocated. However, 
additional Array reserve and national 
guard units wfll be housed at the Nike 
site. 


The 45th Brigade's tactical units are 


remaining there, including all of the ra- 
dar operators and a large signal detach- 
ment. 


An Army spokesman said the 45th Bri- 


gade will continue to provide air defense 
for the Chicago-Gary area and will con- 
trol four Chicago missile firing batteries 


There have been cut-backs at the Nike 


site because the missile is no longer ef- 
fective against long range ballistic air 
strikes. The Nike missile Is now a last 
barrier of defense against penetrating 
rockets. 


Connection of 18 school fire alarm sys- 


tems to the local fire departments was 
approved Wednesday night by the Pala- 
tine-Boiling 
Meadows Dist. 15 Board of 


Education. 


The initial cost of the connection will be 


an estimated $5,400. Maintenance cost is 
estimated at $2,500 per year. 


The decision is a result of Cook County 


Schools Supt. Richard Martwick's Octo- 
ber announcement that he would be 
forced to dose four schools in the district 
if they did not comply with the life Safe- 
ty Code relating to monitored fire alarm 


Martwtck cited KimbaD Ml School in 


Rolling Meadows, Stuart Paddock, Joel 
Wood, and Gray M. Sanborn schools in 
Palatine. 


The threat was the result of a new in- 


terpretation of the Life Safety Code by 
the county requiring a totally monitored 
system. A totally monitored fire alarm 
system would have a visual and audio 
signal to indicate the system was not 
working because of a power failure or be 
hooked into the fire department or an 
approved central station service. 


Although cited by Martwick, Dist, 15 


officials found Joel Wood School was in 
compliance with the new interpretation 
because its fire alarm system is tied 
into the Palatine Police Department. 


DIST. 15 OFFICIALS, in meetings with 


representatives from Martwick's office, 
also learned none of the other 18 schools 
in the district were in compliance with 
the new interpretation of the life safety 
code. 


White the board will comply with the 


new interpretation, it will not be able to 
meet the Jan. 15 deadline set by the Of- 
fice of Educational Service Region of 
Cook County, 


Financing the connection of the schools 


to the local fire stations is the major ob- 
stacle at this time. Once financing has 
been arranged and plans are drawn up 
and approved by the Cook County office, 
it will take about three months to imple- 
ment them. 


A second part of the resolution approv- 


ing the connection, was for the board to 
inform the Cook County office that mon- 
ey for these projects is not available 
from the board's building fund and for 
the board to formally petition the county 
office to approve cost estimates, com- 
plete with an adequate 
contingency 


amount, and add the approved amount to 
the life safety code levy. 


THIS PETITION and notice of intent to 


comply with the fife safety code will be 
filed with the county office before the 
Jan. 15 deadline. 


The alternate to compliance with the 


new interpretation of the life safety code 
was rejected by the board because o! 
cost, and because the board did not feel 
it would be as good. The alternate was to 
attach an audio and visual signal to the 
present fire alarms to indicate a power 
failure. 


Installation of this type of system 


would have cost $475 per school for a 
total of $8,550 but it would not have re- 
quired maintenance expenses in future 
years.

Legal Battle Still In Court 


Since 1969, Cook County Circuit Court 


Judge Helen McG&lcuddy has held un- 
der advisement legal objections by Des 
Piaincs and United Air Lines to Mount 
Prospect's annexation of lands south of 
the village. 


This week, Judge McGillicuddy said 


that "a decision should be made soon." 
However, she added that no hearings 
have been scheduled. 


Original objections to the proposed 1987 


annexation were dismissed by the courts 
in 1969. The Village of Mount Prospect 
t h e n i m m e d i a t e l y asked Judge 
Mctiillicuddy to set up an election date 
so the residents involved could vote on 
the annexation. 


At that time, Des Plaines and United 


Air Lines filed new objections and these 


were taken under advisement 


Tha main objection United Air Lines 


has bad to the annexation is the fact that 
a portion of its property on the south side 
of Algonquin Road would be included, 


Des Plaines has charged that the an- 


nexation represents strip annexation and 
is therefore illegal. For any annexation, 
the new property must be contiguous 
(touching at more than one point) to the 
presest village limits. 


Meanwhile, although talks have contin- 


ued with property owners in the area, no 
annexations have taken place, Robert 
D-i L e o n a r d i, city attorney fdr Des 
Plaines, said he believes any annexation 
of land included in a pending court an- 
nexation case would be illegal. 


annexation and said, "I call that land 
grabbing, I am certainly not happy about 
it." 


He said Mount Prospect is breaking up 


larger properties for annexation pur- 
poses because if a property is smalt 
enough it can be annexed involuntarily. 
"We don't normally call up an owner and 
ask him to come in and discuss our an- 
nexing him," Behrel said.

AS FAR AS Teichert is concerned, Des

The current delay is only one of a 


series of problems since construction and 
remodeling started in January 1971.

Inc. in December 1970 for addi- 
tions and remodeling for MacArthur 
Ross and Sullivan elementary schools, 
all near the comer of Palatine and 
Schoenbeck roads. 


However because changes had to be 


made to conform with the Illinois Life 
Safety Code, the district will have to pay 
an additional $85,000 for the life safety 
items omitted by Architectural Manage- 
ment. 


THE FIRM was fired last summer for 


failure to design plans that conform to 
the safety code and failure to secure a 


building permit before construction. 


The architectural lirm of HeaSy Moore 


was hired in August to complete the proj- 
ect. 


Most of the life safety changes were 


made to MacArthur School, James Hen- 
n>'>nl Dist. 23 business manager, said.

fall. 


The construction project is an emer- 


gency measure needed to meet a pro- 
jected 15 per cent rise in enrollment next 
year according to Lahti. The present 
9,200 enrollment is near the maximum 
capacity of the existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000. 


Harper's fight to keep up With en- 


rollment increases is an on-going battle 
that should not let up for another decade, 
according to Lahti. He predicts the col- 
lege win run out of construction funds 
before the campus is completed. "When

conditioning-refrigeration." Classrooms 
in the new building are slated for spe- 
cialized programs such as "ceramics." 


The new building was originally includ- 


ed in phase three of the Harper construc- 
tion plan as a grounds maintenance facil- 
ity. According to Lahti, toe building can 
be converted for this purpose at a later 
date. Maintenance equipment is now 
stored in the fieldhouse which college of- 
ficials eventually plan to tear down. 


HARPER'S SPACE problem will not 


end with construction of the new build- 
ing, according to Lahti. It win serve as a 
stopgap for only one year. In the fall of 
1973 the college will need additional 
classrooms. 


The first portion of phase two in the 


college's construction plan, including mu- 
sic and science facilities, is scheduled to 
be completed by fall, 1974. These facil- 
ities were approved by the state last 
year, but construction cannot begin until 
the Illinois Board of Higher Education 
task force gives a go ahead. 


"We would like to break ground for the 


addition and the music and science facil- 
ities in UK spring," said Lahti, "Tne two 
projects should give us two years hoH- 
out time."

45 Lose Jobs At Steinberg-Baum Store 


More than 45 Northwest suburban resi- 


dents have lost their jobs at the Stein- 
berg-Baum department store in Rolling 
Meadows due to the firm's bankruptcy. 


The Rolling Mcndows store, 3225 Kir- 


chotf Rd., which was one of the city's 
largest retail employers, is presently dor- 
mant and the outlook for another dis- 
count retailer moving here seems dim, 
according to Gerald P. Grace, a Stein- 
berg-Baum official and trustee in the 
bankruptcy case. 


"The Rolling Meadows store was non- 


profitable," Grace satd yesterday. He 
said only two of Steinberg-Bourn's 12 
stores are not presently In operation by 
the new owners, Marks Chicago Corp. of 
New York. Besides the Rolling Meadows 
facility, the Harvey Steinberg store also 


is not in operation, 


"That store (Rolling Meadows) was a 


losing proposition," Grace said. "They 
(Marks Corp.) won't open up there." 


THE MARKS Chicago Corp. purchased 


all 12 Stehtberg-Baum discount stores 
this month for $725,000. Marks purchased 
the stores after a federal bankruptcy suit 
was halted because all bids for the stores 
•were declared too low by a federal bank- 
ruptcy referee, 


The inventory of the stores had a retail 


value of $1,7 million, according to re- 
ports The sale was approved because 
Marks was the sole chain store which 
made a bid on the stores, 


The purchase price of the stores will 


probably leave little to the Steinberg- 


creditors, It is estimated there are 


2,000 of them, It has been reported there 
are from $3 to |5 million in claims 
against the firm. The federal govern- 
ment has a daim of $1.7 million in back 
taxes and the State of Illinois Is seeking 
nearly $2 million in delinquent sales 
taxes. 


The Cosmopolitan National Bank of 


Chicago also has a claim of $2 million 
against the company 


The financial problems of Steinberg- 


Banm were disclosed last spring when 
Frank Baum and Louis Steinberg were 
charged with embezzling $6.8 million

Child Safety 
Is A Problem 


Public safety, and especially the safety 


of children, is a perpetual problem. Un- 
usual movement In the dark of night as 
well as rowdy behavior threaten the 
safety of a commuejiy. 


According to a reprewntaUie sample 


of the Arlington Heights Park District in 
6 recent survey by marketing expert 
Carl M. Larson, a less permissive atti- 
tude is needed by police and the park 
district In order to insure public safety. 


Only one-third of the 315 respondents 


think there ii adequate park supervision 
and police protection in the district's 
parks. Of the remaining 66 per cent, half 
of the people don't know If there Is ade- 
quate supervision and police protection. 


There Is almost unanimous agreement 


however, that individuals who are being 
a nuisance it a park facility should be 
evicted. Only one tenth of one per cent of 
the respondents disagreed. There Is some 
disagreement about what nuisance activ- 
ity consists of, however. 


The three nuisance activities most 


mentioned were disrupting activities, de- 
stroying property and bothering other 
people. Other nuisance activities men- 
tioned include obscene language, litter- 
ing, loitering and fighting, 


"THE RESPONSE implicit? suggests 


that rowdy behavior Is tolerated more 


than necessary," Larson said. 


"However, permissiveness is a charge 


leveled at many types of administrative 
offices by an alarmed citizenry," he 
added. , 
"Unfortunately criticism is often exag> 
gerated, and it Is difficult to asses* the 
seriousness of the problem." • 


Though persons reacted rather nega- 


tively to all the questions' on public 'safe- 
ty, only W per cent in the sample cited 
specific parks which they thought' were 
poorly supervised^ 


An overwhelming majority of the re- 


spondents, 70 per cent, think crossing 
guards should be maintained at certain 
intersections to protect children going to 
the park. The comer most often cited 
was Palatine Road at Kennicott 


According to Ronald H. Dodd, superin- 


tendent of recreation, few complaints 
have been made to the District about 
safety since a full-time patrolman was 
hired by the park district a few years 
ago. Vandalism, however, is still a prob- 
lem. 


One complaint, brought up at a board 


meeting, was the congregating of young 
people at night at recreation centers. Po- 
lice and park personnel now patrol the 
areas more thoroughly, and more lights 
have been added to the site. 


High School Teachers 
Get Tre-Freeze' $70,000 


Putting teachers on notice that a "1 


per cent risk" was attached to a retro- 
active pay grant, the High School Dist. 
211 school board authorized payment 
Thursday of close to $70,000 to high 
school teachers. 


On the advice of school board attorney 


Alan Franke, the board, the first in the 
Northwest suburbs to grant 1971*72 pay 
rates after President Nixon announced 
Phase It of his new economic policy In 
November, decided to be first again. 


Acting within the guidelines of a new 


federal bill setting policy for retroactive 
salary increases, the botrd members 
decided "we can pay our teachers sala- 
ries negotiated in May," 


The bill, signed by President Nixon 


Dec. 22, Is stilt confusing to some school 
boards, with attorneys unsure if their 
districts should pay retroactive salaries, 
In Dist. 211, Franke's advice came with- 
in &? conditions of the bill that say set- 
tlements made before Aug. 15 may be 
honored. 


Board Pm. Robert Creek said there 


are advantages to settling early. Mem- 
bers of the board unanimously approved 
the payment. 


The "1 per cent risk" warning came 


from a board member who worried about 
the present debate about the new federal 
bill. Some officials also are debating 
whether the bill applies to school employ- 
es other than teachers. Dist. 211 board 


members decided retroactive pay would 
be granted to non-certificated people as 
well as teachers and administrators. 


Teachers will receive the retroactive 


pay in a separate check by Feb. IS. 


CREEK NOTED THAT since the mon- 


ey would be paid to teachers in Febru- 
ary, several of them will have to pay 
about 2 per cent more on Income tax for 
1972 wages. 


Creek was supported by the board in 


his statement that Dist, 211 wants only to 
do the right thing in this issue, "we feel 
the new federal bill directs us to pay our 
teachers salaries negotiated in good 
faith."

The risk warning will be sent to teach- 


ers along with the check.' The board was 
specific in noting that it Included the 
warning only because of arguments 
about the new federal bill. School offi- 
cials, board attorneys and many teach- 
ers' associations have different inter- 
pretations of the law and some even ar- 
gue that no action can be taken on the 
new bill until the President issues an ex- 
ecutive order. 


They argue that the law is not self- 


executing. Dist. 211, when it'acted, dur- 
ing Phase II of the President's new eco- 
nomic policies, based its decision on ad- 
vice from the National Association of 
School Board, white other districts took a 
wait-and-see stance. 


Harper College Board Gives 


For IVett? Building

Addition of toother building to the 


Harper College campus in Palatine was 
approved by the college board of trustees 
yesterday to offset rising enrollment and 
cuts ID state aid. 


The trustees' decision followed the 


recommendation from College President 
Robert Lihtl for construction of a 6,000- 
square-foot facility to be completed next 
fall. 


The construction project is an emer- 


gency mtwurt needed to meet a pro- 
jected IS per cent rise hi enrollment next 
year according to Lahti. The present 
0,200 enrollment is near the maximum 
capacity of the existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000. 


Harper's fight to keep up with en- 


rollment increases is an on-going battle 
that should not lot up for another decade, 
according to Lahti, He predicts the col- 
leg* will run out of construction funds 
before the campus Is completed. "When 
that happens we may have to go back to 
the taxpayers for more, And hopefully 
we will get more money from the gov- 
ernment" 


IF THE COLLEGE cannot keep up 


with student demand, it will have to 
"quit enrolling people or stop developing 
programs," according to Lahti, He has 
called for establishment of a "blue rib- 
bon" citizens committee to help college 
officials set long range planning prior- 
ities and secure community support. 


The addition proposed for construction 


Ws ye*r will stm as an "interim ctes> 
room building" according to Lahti. He 
said th* site and construction fund will 
have to be used to pay the »141,116 cost 
of the new building. This fund Includes 
the proceeds of • *T,S million bond issue 
approved by voters In a referendum The 
fund was slated for two phases of con- 
struction, the first of which is completed. 


Local revenue should be used for the 


project, according to Lahti, to avoid the 


delay of an application for state aid.'He 
is optimistic the state will pay a portion 
of the cost later. 


"It is a gamble, but no more than you 


would have with a temporary facility," 
Lahti said. He believes purchase of trail- 
er classrooms or a prefabricated steel 
structure wouM, in the long run, not be 
as advantageous as construction of a per- 
manent building,

too, including tftree classrooms and two 
laboratories, next to the present power 
plant-security office building. The addi- 
tional space will enable the college to in- 
troduce a new career program In "sir 
conditioning-refrigeration." Classrooms 
in the new building are stated for spe- 
cialized programs such as "ceramics."

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GTE: No Snowmobile RacesThis Year 


A spokesman for Chicago Thorough- 


bred Enterprises (CTE) told the Arling- 
ton Heights Plan Commission Wednesday 
night the owners and operators of Arling- 
ton Park Race Track have no intention 
of holding snowmobile races at the track 
this year. 


Tom Rivera, CTE public relations di- 


rector, also told the plan commission 
that a proposed program of snowmobile 
rentals at the Arlington Park Towers Ho- 
tel would be designed to make the oper> 
ation of the machines virtually inaudible 
to neighboring residents. 


The plan comriiissioners voted tocon- 


tinue to Feb. 23 their hearing into CTE's 
application for a special use permit to 
allow rental aitd occasional racing of 
snowmobiles. 
\ 


In the.interim, Plan Commission Chair- 


man 0. V. Anderson said tests would be 
conducted with snowmobiles at Arlington 
Park to determine' accurate operating 
noise levels. 


RIVERA SAID CTE was asking Arling- 


ton Heights for permission to rent six 20- 
horsepower snowmobiles for use over the 
golf driving range behind the Arlington - 
Park Towers Hotel. 


He said the snowmobile course would 


come no closer than 1,000 feet to any 
neighboring residence and that noise 
from the machines would be buffered by 
the 14-story hotel building, 


All the snowmobiles would be muffled 


and be equipped with throttle governors 
limiting their top speed to between 25 
and 30 miles per hour, Rivera said. 


He told the commission he would be 


happy to set up tests at the hotel's driv- 
ing range where members of the plan 
' and environmental control commissions 
could measure and hear for themselves 


the noise level both at the hotel and 
along Euclid, Rohtwlng and Wflfce roads. 


CTE's application, if approved by the 


Board of Trustees, would allow guests of 
the hotel and area residents to rent 
snowmobiles for use during the daylight 
hours and Saturday evenings. 


RIVERA SATO that while CTE was 


withdrawing it request for snowmobile 
races for the remainder of 
1 this winter, 


he asked the plan commission consider 
the possibility of such races in the fu- 
ture. 
> 


"If we intend to race (snowmobiles) at 


some future time, we will comply with 
all permit requirements," he said. 


Mary Schlott, a member of Arlington 


Heights Environmental Control Commis- 
sion (ECO, testified before the plan 
commission and explained the work the 
ECC had done on the question of snow- 
mobile noise. 


She said that the ECC had passed its 


objection to the special use permit based 
upon the information provided on the ap- 
plication for the special use permit. She 
said that if the sound levels prove to be 
considerably lower than the ECC first an- 
ticipated, she personally would be willing 
to withdraw her objection. 


The City Atty. for Rolling Meadows, 


Donald Rose, also appeared to protest 
toe proposed snowmobile operation based 
upon what be called "disturbance due to 
noise, lights and the presence of tran- 
sient persons in the neighborhood." 


He read a formal objection passed by 


the Boiling Meadows City Council and 
asked representatives of the council be1 
invited to attend the test runs at Arling- 
ton Park. 


Anderson said be would inform the 


City of Rolling Meadows of the test date 


as soon as standards and procedure for 
the noise trials are established. 


A spokesman for the Westgate Civic 


Association in Arlington Heights, many 
of whose members-Vive next to the race 
track, raised the question of who would 
police the snowmobile course. 


Rivera said that he would expect the 


hotel to provide competent pesonnel to 
police the rental operation. 


Anderson continued the hearing to Feb. 


23 by which time he said he hoped that 
the results of the trial run would be 
known. 


Pupils To Get 4 Half-Days Off 


In a brief business meeting Thursday, 


the Dist. 25 School Board of education 
approved the release of students from 
classes three half-days for parent-teach- 
er conferences and one-half day for staff 
training. 


While the three conference half-days of 


March 21, 32 and 23 were generally ac- 
ceptable to the board, the Feb. 23 date 
for a staff education program was dis- 
cussed in depth. The main question in 
the opinion of the board was whether or 
not the half-day of programs for teachers 
would offset the time lost by students. 


"If the half day for staff training 


would benefit the total educational pro- 


gram, then It would be a worthwhile 
thing to do," James Peon, school board 
president, said.

lege district. 


Oakton's plan to condemn a lOS-acre 


Chicago Catholic Archdiocese-owned site 
adjacent to Maryhill Cemetery in Nites 
has met opposition from archdiocesan of- 
ficials, who say the land has been platted 
for burials, and from area residents 
whose relatives are buried in Maryhill. 


"I'M VERV concerned about the prob- 


lem at Oakton and the possible effect 
that It might have on the young people in 
the district," Brune soil!. 


''Until they have a site, the Oakton 


board can't do anything to begin the 


master plan for a permanent campus. 
They may have to face a long court suit 
to get the site they want, a suit that 
could go all the way to the Illinois Su- 
preme Court from what I've heard.

outline coat estimates and designs for a 
129-unit V-shaped building, which the 
CCHA hopes to construct and operate on 
a 1,2-acre site at the southeast comer of 
Lee Street und Aahland Avenue. 


Victor Walchlrk, CCHA director, said a 


federal decision on the plans mny be 
made within the next three months. If 
HUD approves, the CCHA will begin to 
negotiate for purchase of the site, while 
at the same time preparing final plans, 
which must receive federal approval be- 
fore construction funds are granted. 


Walchirk has estimated that final ap- 


proval could be granted before the end of 
\m. 


TUB CCHA PLANNING staff is "en- 


couraged" by the npptoval of the housing 
authority's board, Wulchit'k said 
The 


board considers it was u "good plan for a 
good building," he said. 


The proposed Des Plaines buildng will 


be similar in design to the five CCHA 
senior citizen apartment buildings which 
have been constructed — with HUD ap- 
provtil ~ by the housing authority In sev- 
eral suburbs, including near-by Nilcs, 
Wulchlrksaid 


Pinna indicate the proposed building 


will be constructed with an entrance fac- 


ing Ashland. The area surrounding the 
building will be landscaped, with a 45- 
space parking lot and an entrance road- 
way, according to plans. 


The building will contain 128 one-bed- 


room apartment units, with one two-bed- 
room unit for a custodian and his family, 
Walehirfc said.

Also included will be lounges, a laun- 


dry room equipped with automatic equip- 
ment and a large recreation and activity 
room, he said. 


APPROVAL OF the preliminary' funds 


wilt mean that federal funds will be set 
aside for the project, to be granted later 
if final plans are approved, Walchirk 
said. He estimated that si* to nine 
months would be required to complete 
the final plan after the preliminary plan 
is approved. 


The CCHA, which was loaned $50,000 in 


March by HUD to develop plans and cost 
estimate, would then be authorized to 
sell bonds to raise construction funds 


The federal government will supply 


funds to pay back the bond-; over a 40 
year period, if final plans are approved, 
Walchirk said. 


The CCHA has been acting since early 


1970 as an agent for the City of Des 
Plaines, which has sought development 
of low-income senior citizen housing 
since 1968,

getting a site is going to have on the 
young people up there," Brune said. 


The state junior college board, he said, 


"has recognized Oakton's need for a per- 
manent campus" by appropriating state 
funds for one. 


"Unless Oakton can work something 


out so they can get a site and start build- 
ing, those state funds could go some- 
where else " If the only way Oakton can 
avoid delay in purchasing a site Is to 
choose an alternate to the Maryhffl site, 
"that's what they should do," be said. 


"I'M CONCERNED about the delay, 


about the state money being reallocated 
and also about the possibility of Oakton 
being able to pass a bond issue to raise 
the local funds they need,*1 Brune said. 


"Often there is a block of people who 


vote "no" in referendums anyway. If a 
group of people who are very much 
against something are thrown in it just 
makes it harder for a referendum to 
pass," he explained, 


"And once a district loses 8 referen- 


dum like that it is always tougher to 
come back and pass it in the future," 
Brune said 


ALL OP HIS concerns, he added, trace 


back to the students "How can they be 
served best and quickest? That's the 
question Oakton's trustees must ask 
themselves," Brune said. 


Merlin Kariock, vice chairman of the 


Illinois Junior College Board, yesterday 
told the Herald that he and Brune "have 
a complete meeting of the minds" about 
the Oakton issue. "We are even more 
against Oakton's plan to purchase the 
cemetery site than we were in the begin- 
ning," Kariock said 


Kariock and Brune both voted against 


giving state board approval to the Mary- 
hill site at the junior college board's 
Nov 12 meeting.

Des Plaines Mayor Herbert Behrel

council approval in February for the bond 
sale.

market sale. 


No city announcement has been made 


yet on what rate of interest the banks 
will charge the city for the bonds which 
are repaid from parking meter funds and 
fines over a 20 year period. 


The new parking facilities, encouraged 


by the Des Plaines Redevelopment Asso- 


ciation to spur downtown redevelopment, 
include a two-tiered 146-space parking lot 
for the proposed $1.8 million new city 
hall-office complex, a 125-space, two- 
tiered lot on Chicago and North Western 
Rwy, right-of-way on Ellinwood, between 
Lee and Center Street 


Also included would be a 125-space lot 


on property bounded by Center Street, 
Elimwood Street, Pearson Street and 
Prairie Avenue and resurfacing, and In- 
stallation of meters at the old North 
School Lot, River Road and Jefferson 
Street. 


To repay the bond issue, which would 


provide about 725 more spaces, the city's 
bond consultant has suggested raising 
parking rates from 5 cents to 10 cents ah 
hour for shoppers and from 50 cents to 75 
cents a day for commuters.

The Village of Mount Prospect is pre- 


paring for a final resolution of Its conflict 
with the City of Des Plaints and United 
Air Lines over the annexation of proper- 
ties to the south of the village. 


Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. Tei* 


chert has told village trustees and other 
governmental loaders that he will pre- 
sent a concrete proposal for action on 
pending annexations to Che village board, 
probably this month. The village board 
has a regular meeting scheduled for 
Tuesday and a special meeting set for 
Jan. 25. Toichert has refused thus far to 
reveal what his proposal is, however. 


Since October, 1967, Mount Prospect 


has been trying to annex some ISO to 200 
acres of land, south of the village, vest 
of Elmhurst Road ami north of the 
Northwest Tollway. but the annexation 
has hem la the courts since that time. 


Toichert has often referred to "the

as 22 feet end weighing tons, It's just 
part t>f his work. 


"The way I feel about sculpture," said 


ftebechlni, "is that it ta something to get 
your teeth into . . . a physical feeling. 
I've always worked in ihe arts, There 
was never any doubt ai to what 1 would 
do. When I was 13,I was already helping 
my father carve marble," added the 
third generation sculptor. 


Rebechlni says his fattier, born in Italy 


and a student at the Academy In Home, 
worked as an apprentice at the age of 12 
In a marble shop, 


"I WAS EXPOSED to it very early,' 


he continued, "and I made up my mind 
right away. There was never anything 
else," 


Tiie front display room of Itebechini's 


studio, located at QM Busse Ftd. in Park 
Ridge, exhibits pieces that immediately 
point out just how diversified his talent 
is, There are no set boundaries Tor either 
his choice of material or subject matter, 
tils works denote ootii the contemporary 
and religious nature of art. 


His pieces are complimented by rows, 


of hung paintings, the- work of June Lois, 
his wife. The two artists met while study- 
Ing at the Chicago Art Institute. 


However, the line of sculptors is about 


to stop, 


"f have three children," suld Tlebe- 


chtni, "and none .if them is an artist. My 
daughter is the clowest. .She will become 
an architect and Is now studying at the 
University of Illinois, My older son is 


studying aviation and my youngest at IE 
wants to be a lawyer," he smiled. 


"IT'S A SHAME really You can't say 


they weren't exposed to the arts . . . 
between my wife and me." 


Leafing through photographs of com- 


pleted statues now located throughout 
the United States, -Rebechini said, "I en- 
joy working with all materials. They 
have their own characteristics Vou must 
consider the material and design for it." 


The artist has worked with stone, terra 


cotta, wood, welded metals, plastics, 
bronze casting and marble. 


Some are more difficult to work with 


than others. 


"Steel is very resistant," he said, "It 


takes a lot of grinding and shaping to get 
what you want, 


"BUT FOUND object type of art . . . 


just putting a lot of pieces together . . . 
does not appeal to me. I prefer to get the 
metal to do what I want it to." 


"Wood carving really appeals to me," 


he continued, "But, it is so hard to come 
by good wood." 


Regarding his larger sculptures, most 


of which have been commissioned by Ro- 
man Catholic archdioceses, he said. "I 
enjoy doing large pieces. You can tear 
into them more than the little stuff." 


This spring Rebechini installed a bolt- 


ed crane into his studio to aid him in 
carving a three ton piece of marble. This 
spring he is traveling to Vermont to 
carve a 60-ton marble piece that was too 
heavy to be handled in his own studio. 


Plans are carefully laid out in ad- 


vance. The sculptures are first designed 
on paper and then made into clay mod- 
els, usually half the size of the finished 
piece. Every detail is considered. 


"YOU JUST can't make mistakes on 


t h e f i n a l piece," said Rebechini, 


"They're usually pretty hard to rectify if 
you do."

The artist, who resides- in Rfverwoods,. 


is usually working on several pieces at 
one time. Even though he's his.own boss, 
he slicks • more or less to a regulated 
schedule, being at his studio by. ft a.m. 
most days. 


"I work as long as I think I should ..' 


usually it's past five o'clock when I 
leave, and ,1 usually stop in, sometime 
over the weekend." 


You can't help but envy Ferdinand 


'Rcbechini, who is master of his own 
working pattern. Comfortably attired in 
an open shirt and blue jeans, he sits on 
his stool and .quietly .works with melodic 
FM music forming a soothing backdrop. 
Often his wife comes into the studio with 
him and paints, 


IN DISCUSSING the Old Masters, 


Rebechini names Rodin as his favorite 
sculptor•.,... in preverence to Michela- 
ngelo. "He was much too fussy in the 
treatment of his subjects," said the Park 
Ridge sculptor about Michelangelo. 


"His anatomy studies are great, but 


artistically he was too detailed. It tended^ 
to overwhelm his sculpture. I see people 
'ooh' and 'ahh' over the Pieta, but when 
I took at it, I see too many curls. I feel 
Rodin was much more expressive," 


But while Rebechini is noted for his 


religious work, he favors his contempo- 
rary pieces. 


"I work on modern stuff whenever.I 


get the chance," he said, "I still like sub- 
ject matter, but I like to go as contempo- 
rary as possible with it." 


AMD JUST as Rebechini is not put off 


by massive size, be also is involved with 
the minute. 


'Quite an honor, Rebechini was chosen 


as sculptor for The Legacy of John F. 


Kennedy commemorative medal series 
by the Lincoln Mint. It is not the first 
series of medals he has been commis-'• 
stoned to do,'but the Kennedy series is 
special to him because he has deep ad- 
miration for both men. 


"Both Jack and Robert Kennedy, left a 


deep impression on the people," be said. , 


In designing the coins he first models 


day on a wood disc that is seven tiroes' 
the size of the actual medal-to-be, A larg- 
,er size affords finer detail. 


After the clay model is approved, plas-. 


ter is cast over the clay and in turn a- 
plastic positive is achieved. Over this a 
rubber mold is placed into which epoxy,

FROM THERE the model goes through 


the engraving process. 


Rebecbini is no longer interested in ex- 


hibiting in outside shows and galleries. 
His work is on exhibit only in his studio. 


When people drive by and 'notice his 


studio and come in to browse, Rebechini 
wiU stop working to show them around.

Vaseetomy Improves 
Sex life, Survey Shows 


Vaseetomy results In a better sex life 


according to 70 per cent of the 310 
couples who replied to a poll conducted 
by the Midwest Population Center, Chi- 
cago. 


Two questionnaires (one for the hus- 


band and one for the wife,) sent to 740 
couples six months after the men had 
vaseclomics at the Midwest Population 
Center, disclosed that the great majority 
attribute the improved sex harmony to 
the removal of worry about pregnancy 
and the elimination ot birth control de- 
vices and pills. The remaining 30 per 
cent reported no change In their sex life. 


"There were a lot of personal ex- 


planations elaborating on various things 
the people checked," according to the 
Rev, 
DOR C. Shaw, executive director, 


"For Instance, many of the couples who 
said that the vasectomy hadn't changed 
their sex life said they were already on 
the pill and had no fear of pregnancy in 
the first place." 


TIIE MIDWEST Population Center, 100 


C. Ohio, began vaseclomy services on 
March 17, 1971, and by the end of the 
year its surgeons had performed 1,000 
vasei tnies. 


"We were sure that vasectomy hud 


benefits In addition to permanent birth 
control. But the responses of our patients 
and their wives were even more enthu- 
siastic than we'd hoped," Shaw sold, ad- 
ding he was highly pleased with the sur- 
vey. 


Ninety three per cent of the husbands 


and 7S per cent of the wives feel "exactly 
as much a man (or woman) as I did 
before," Almost four times as many 
women (22 per cent) as men (six per 
cent) stated "I feel more like a woman 
(man> since my husband's (my) vasecto- 


my)" Only one man and one woman 
reported uncertainty, 


Shaw added that there was an overall 


Increase in sex activity by 10 to 20 per 
cent reported by the couples. 


THE SURVEY shows that 32 per cent 


of the couples feel that since the man's 
vasectomy they get along better. Eight 
een per cent of the couples indicate a 
better relationship with their children 
and five per cent indicate a better rela- 
tionship with other people. The rest re- 
ported no change. 


Asked if they feel more "socially re- 


sponsible" since vasectomy, almost one 
half answered positively. One-half of the 
men state that "many people know I've 
had a vasectomy." About a quarter of 
the men state that "only a few close 
friends know I've had a vasectomy" 
Only one man reported feeling guilty 
about having had a vasectomy. 


Almost all of the husbands and wives 


believe that their partners are happy 
about the vasectomy. However, one man 
thinks his wife doesn't care and four 
women think their husbands don't care. 


NINETY PER CENT of the men and 


women described the vasectomy sendee 
at MPC as excellent or very good. The 
remaining 10 per cent rated the services 
good except for two who indicated 
"fair." 


Shaw stated that a great deal of data 


had been ^obtained through the survey 
and that, hopefully, graduate students 
will use the questionnaires for a more 
detailed basis for study. Those surveyed 
had the option of remaining anonymous 
and, despite this, no negative responses 
were received he sal''. 


The Midwest Population Center, a non- 


profit organization, operates the only 
medical facility in Illinois devoted ex- 
clusively to vasectomy surgery.

Repairing burned spots on laminated 


plastic counters Is purely experimental 
Lightly scorched spots sometimes come 
off with a paste of 4-F pumice and water. 
But this means rubbing only 8 to 10 times 
so as not to damage the finish further. 
There are various ways to tinker with 
holes. If it's a small spot, it may take 
filling in with nail polish of the same col- 
or. If it's a large section, perhaps near 
the sink, it can be replaced with a built- 
in cutting board, with a groove around 
the edge to catch drippings. If the burns 
are all in one area, it's best not to do 
home experimenting but to have a new 
sheet installed. It's expensive, yes, but 
what Isn't these days?

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Harper Board Approves New Building

Addition of inothcr building to the 


Harper College campus in Palatine was 
approved by the college board of trustees 
yesterday to offset rising enrollment and 
cute in state aid. 


The trustees' decision followed the 


recommendation from College President 
Robert Latttl for construction of a 6,000- 
square-foot facility to be completed next 
fall. 


The construction project is an emer- 


gency measure needed to meet a pro- 
jected 15 per cent rise in enrollment next 
year according to LahtJ. The present 
9.200 enrollment Is near the maximum 
capacity of (he existing buildings, and 
next year the enrollment is expected to 
rise above 11,000. 


Harper's fight to keep up with en- 


rollment increases 1$ an on-going bottle 
that should not let up for another decade, 
according to Lnhti. tie predicts the col- 
lege will run out of construction Funds 
before the campus Is completed. "When 
that happens we may have to go back to 
the taxpayers for more. And hopefully 
we will get more money from the gov- 
ernment " 


(F THE COLLEGE cannot keep up 


with student demand, it wilt have to 
"(|uit enrolling people or stop developing 
programs," according to Lahti. He has 
called for establishment of a "blue rib- 
bon" citizens committee to help college 
officials set long range planning prior- 
ities and secure community support, 


The addition proposed for construction 


Ins year will serve as an "interim class- 
room building" according to Lahtl. He 
said the site and construction fund will 
have to he used to pay the $141,116 cost 
of the new building. This fund includes 
the proceeds of a $7.5 million bond Issue 
approved by voters In a referendum The 
fund was slated for two phases of con- 
struction, the first of which Is completed. 


Local revenue should be used for the 


project, according to Lahti, to avoid the 
delay of an application for state aid. He 
is optimistic the state will pay a portion 
of the cost later. 


"ft K> a gamble, but no more than you 


would have with a temporary facility," 
Lahtl saitl. He believes purchase of trail- 
er classrooms or a prefabricated steel 
structure would, in the long run, not be 
as advantageous as construction of a per- 
manent building.

laboratories, next to the present power 
plant-security office building. The addi- 
tional space will enable the college to in- 
troduce a new career program in "air 
conditioning-refrigeration." Classrooms 
in the new building are slated for spe- 
cialized programs such as "ceramics." 


The new building was originally Includ- 


ed in phase three of the Harper construc- 
tion plan as a grounds maintenance facil- 
ity. According to tahti, the building can 
be converted for this purpose at a later 
date. Maintenance equipment Is new 
stored in the fleldhouse which college of- 
ficials eventually plan to tear down. 


HARPER'S SPACE problem will not 


end with construction of the mw build- 
ing, according to Lahti. It will serve as a

He said 
that members of the public health and 
safety committee, who were discussing 
the Issue, could not really know what the 
needs for such housing were. "Some- 
where we have to moke a study," he 
said. "I'm not going to agree there is 
any need apparent or obvious without 
such a study." 


Tekhert told the committee members 


they have to be careful because the vil- 
lage board rarely passes a resolution of 
Intent, 


Me said it seems unusual the board 


would take a position that only ilfects a 
small minority, 


THE MAYOR WAS referring to statis- 


tics from Cook County quoted by Ahern 
that said that in Mount Prospect there 
were (2 cases of aid to dependent chil- 
dren, four cases of aid to the aged and 
seven cases of aid to the disabled. 


"I don't want to throw the community 


into 8 temporary turmoil," Teichert 
said, with people taking sides on whether 
or not they want low and moderate-in- 
come housing.

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Schools Adopt Policy 
On Student Suspensions 


A new student suspension policy has 


be«o passed in High School Dist, 214 to 
conform to legislation passed last fall. 


The legislation requires a school board 


Or an officer appointed by a board to re- 
view a discipline case before a student 
can be suspended or expelled from 
school. In the past, a student could be 
suspended from school without a hearing 
up to seven days or to the closest board 
meeting, Only coses of expulsion had to 
be heard by the school board. 


The new district policy conforms to 


Atty. Allyn Franke's interpretation of the 
new law. Accordlrg to FVanke the law 
only requires the board to grant the par- 
ent of a suspended student a hearing if 
he requests it, Every suspension case 
does not have to have a board review. 


The new policy was approved by a five 


to two board vote, The dissenting votes, 
cast by Richard Bachhuber and Richard 
E t d m m , reflect the general dis- 
satisfaction of educators with the new 
low, Stomm proposed that the board ask 
the government to contribute funds to- 
ward the hiring of a board hearing offi- 
cer. He opposed passing any suspension 


policy until the government grants the 
district aid for implementation of the 
new law, 


BACHHUBER pointed out that the new 


law may be shortlived. Currently a coop- 
erative of high school districts in the sub- 
urban area, ED-RED, is formulating a 
new suspension policy that win be pro- 
posed to the legislature. Other board 
members agreed wilb Bachhuber's con- 
tention but said they wanted to have a 
policy during the interim. 


The new district policy calls for notify- 


ing the parent or guardian of a sus- 
pended student by phone and mail. The 
written statement will tell the parents 
they may request an informal discussion 
or a formal hearing on the suspension. 


If the parents request a formal hear- 


ing, an officer appointed by the board 
will review the case and hear evidence. 
This officer will present a summary of 
the proceedings, but not a recommenda- 
tion, to the board. The board will take 
whatever action it finds appropriate. If 
the board declares a suspension void, the1 
student's record will be cleared of all 
references to the suspension.

and Forest View high schools will be in- 
cluded in a drive sponsored by the High 
School Dlst. 214 Education Association to 
get 18-year-olds to register to vote In the 
March 21 primary, 


The schools' student councils are co- 


sponsoring the drive with the association, 
the teachers bargaining unit. The main 
thrust of the project is to provide a free 
bus ride for eligible students to township 
halls lo register. 


Deadline for registration lo vote in the 


primnry is Feb. 21. Bus schedules for 
Prospect High tn Mount Prospect and 
Forest View High In Arlington Heights 
have not yet been set. At Herscy High in 
Arlington Heights, teachers arc trying to 
get the township clerk to come to the 
school, 


"The office may send a clerk to the 


high school Instead," said William Bean, 
chemistry teacher at Hewey. "We're 


still in the process of contacting Wheel- 
ing Township officials." 


ELK GROVE HIGH wllf kick off the 


project Thursday and Friday by busing 
students to Elk Grove Township Hail, ac- 
cording to Hemme. 


"We are conducting the^drive because 


we feel citizenship is part of the educa- 
tional responsibility and promoting par- 
ticipation in government," Bean said. He 
said he has obtained a list of eligible vot- 
ers from Mersey school records and will 
be contacting students individually. 


"We'll probably do the same in the 


fall," he said, "to get students registered 
for the presidential election." 


Members of the association are work- 


ing on the project at six of the district's 
seven high schools, according to William 
Heller, a Forest View teacher and chair- 
man of the association's citizenship com- 
mittee. Boiling Meadows High School 
does not have a senior class and is not 
participating in the project, he said.
